ADVERTISEMENT. 



^T^HAT the Volume defcribed in the following pages was the property 
of William Herbert, the frji Sari of Pembroke of the 
prefent line, 1 500-1570, there can be no doubt ^ and that he highly 
prized it is evident by the additions he caufed to be made to it. That 
the book belonged to his paternal grandfather y William Herbert, 
created Jir ft Sari of ^embrol^e 1461, appears from various circum- 
fiances extremely probable, and there is every reafon to believe that 
the volume was written and illuminated for him. 

Of the firjl Sari the following notice is extracted from the long 
account given of him in Sir Sgerton Brydges' Sdition of Collinses 
Peerage : — 

* On May 27th, 8 Edw, IV. he was advanced to the title of Ear/ 0/ Pembroke; 
and therewith had a grant in general tail of the caftle, town^ borough, and manor of 
Haverford Weft, in South Wales : alfo in confideration of his good and laudable 
fervices, he had the office of chief forefter of Snoudon, with the conftablefhip of Con- 
way caftle, and of governor of that town. And about the end of Auguft he won the 
caftle of Harlow by affault, at that time one of the ftrongeft forts throughout all Wales. 

' But in July, 1469, on that infurreftion in the North, on the behalf of the 
Lancaftrians, made by Sir John Coniers, Knight, Robert Hyldeyard (who called 
himfelf Robin of Riddefdale), and others, to the number of twenty thoufand, he was 
fent by the King with eighteen thoufand Welfhmen ; Humphrey Stafford Earl of 
Devonfhire having alfo fix thoufand good archers to affift ; who meeting at Banbury, 
in com. Oxon, in order to an encounter with the enemy (at that time not many 
miles diftant), and there falling at difference for lodging, Devonfhire forfook him, 
in difcontent; fo that this Earl adventuring battle with thofe Northern men, at a 
place called Danes Moore, near Edgecote, in Northamptonfhire (about three miles 
from Banbury), on July 26th, was there utterly vanquifhed, and taken prifoner ; five 
thoufand of his men being flain on the place. Whence being carried to Northampton 
(with Sir Richard his brother), he was there beheaded by the command of George 
Duke of Clarence, and Richard Nevil Earl of Warwick, who both of them not long 
before had revolted from King Edward to the other fide.'

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* The Earl^ on July 27th, the day after the battle^ knowing he was to fufFer 
death, made his will, ftyling himfelf William Herbert, Knight, Lord Pembroke, as 
I find it on record. 

' " In Nomine Jefti. Item I to be buried in the priory of Bergavenny, undre 
charge, bytwene my iaders toumbe, and the chancell : and the coft that {hould have 
be at Tynterne, to be fet upon the chancell, as my confeflbr, &c. {hall fay ; and you 
my wyfe, and brother Thomas Herbert, &c. And wyfe, that ye remember your 
promife to me, to take the ordre of wydowhood, as ye may be the better mafter of 
your own, to performe my wylle, and to helpe my children, as I love and truft you, 

&c. And that C. Tonne of be yeven to make the cloyfter of Tynterne, &c. 

and XX /. to the Grey freres, where my body fhall lygh : and that my body be fent 
for home, in alle haft fecretly, by Mr. Leifone, and certain freres with him, &c. 
To Dr. Leifone, ten marks a yere, to finge for my foule, during his life, &c. Item 
to two preftes to be found to fing afore the Trinitie at Lanteliowe for my foule, and 
for all there foules flayn in the felde, for two yere, &c. Item yat my almefliows 
have as much livelode as (hall fuffice to finde vi power men and one to ferve theim. 
Wyfe pray for me and take ye faid ordre yat ye promifed me as ye had in my lyfe my 
hert and love. God have mercy uppon me and fave you and our children, and our 
lady and all the feints in heven help me to falvation. Amen with my hand the 
xxvii day of Julie.

Of the Jirji Sari of Pembroke of the fecond creation^ by whom 

the addittans to the volume were made^ Camden gives the following 

account : — 

' He was an extraordinary man, who was in fome fort the raifer of his own 
fortune. With Henry VIII. he got into great favour, and was made his chamberlain. 
By his wife conduct he increafed his wealth, efpecially after the King had married 
Catherine Parr, his wife's fitter. Under Edward VI. whilft the court was diftrafted 
with factions, he was made Knight of the Garter, mafter of the horfe. Baron Her- 
bert of CaerdifFe, and Earl of Pembroke. Under Queen Mary, he commanded her 
forces againft Wyat ; was general of the Englifh army at St. Quintins, lord prefident 
of Wales, and twice governor of Calais, Under Queen Elizabeth, he was made great 
mafter of the houfehold ; whofe favour he loft for a time, becaufe he was the chief 
promoter of Norfolk's marriage with the Queen of Scots, though he had no ill defign 
in it. After he was dead, they were ready to profcribe him upon fome difcoveries 
made, and fome ftrong prefumptions againft him.'

At the foot of each page of the Calendar are two illuminations, 
within circles, rcprefenting the figns of the zodiac and the rural 
occupations of the month. 

But the pages of the Calendar prefent a further point of 
intereft, in certain entries which appear on the margin. 

On p. 2. is inferted, in a very legible, clerical hand, againft Feb. 23, 
Ohitus Humfridi ducts gloucefirie anno dni M^mo.ccccxlvi Apud 
Byrie. 

On p. 4, April 14th, Bellu de bemett (f dni M'^cccclxxvi in quo 
occtfus fuit Ricardus comes tVarwici &f Sivr Et frater eius iobes 
marques monte acuto. 

P. 5, May 4, Bella de Tewkejburi (f dhi mUccclxxi. 

P. 6, June 2, Hac die natus erat Edwardus frimogenitus dni 
Ricardi Ducis Glouceftrie A* Regis Edwardi qrti xvi"" f*f tf* dni 
MUccclxxvi*' littera dominicalis ff accidens fefto pent, apud 
Middlehm. 

P. 6, June 19, Celebracio nupcia'r. Ricardi ducr glouc. a' dhi 
MUccclxxiif.

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It will be obferved that all these entries relate either to the 
Houfe of York or to vidlories gained by the Yorkifts. 

The fcribe was probably the chaplain of the owner of the MS., 
who muft have been a partilan of the Houfe of York, and he 
would appear to have had a fpecial intereft in Richard Duke of 
Gloucefter, afterwards Richard III. of whom he not only records 
the birth and marriage, but alfo the birth of his eldeft fon. 

Folio 7. A full -page miniature reprefenting the Agony in the 
Garden. On the right is the figure of Chrift kneeling, with 
hands uplifted in prayer ; in the clouds above appears God 
the Father furrounded by angels. On the left are the three 
Apoftles fleeping ; and in the background are feen Judas and 
a party of foldiers, who enter through a lych gate. 

Folio 8. A miniature of the Annunciation. An exquifitely finifhed 
interior. On the right the BlefTed Virgin, clad in a blue mantle, 
kneels at a prie-dieu ; on the left is the angel, clad in a crimfon 
mantle lined with green ; in face, a fcroU with the legend, * ylve 
gracias plena, 6fr.' From the left upper corner, golden rays, 
through which flies a white dove, are ihed upon the Virgin from 
the mouth of the Firft Perfon of the Trinity. 

Through an open window of the chamber is feen a charming 
little landfcape ; and to the right is depidled a bookcafe in which 
lie feveral books in blue and red bindings, with gilt edges and 
clafps. On the left, outfide the chamber, is an archway leading 
into a garden, with grafs plot and trees. Beneath the miniature 
begins the text — 

• Incipiunt hore beate marie virgis fecundum ufum angliej 

The whole page is enclofed in an elaborate border. 

Folio 1 2. A full-page miniature of the Betrayal of Chrift. In the 
foreground, to the left, S. Peter ftrikes off the ear of Malchus, 
who lies on the ground, a lantern having fallen from his hand. 
In the centre ftands Judas, in the a6b of beftowing on Chrift the 
traitor's kifs; behind ftands a crowd of foldiers and others, while 
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in the diftance a helmeted troop is feen advancing. SS. James 
and John appear at a fhort diftance outfide the garden, and 
againft the horizon is feen the Temple of Jerufalem. 

MiN. 4 Folio 13. A large miniature of the meeting of the Blefled Virgin 
and S. Elifabeth ; the Virgin is habited in a long blue robe 
and drefs fpangled with ftars, with golden hair flowing on her 
fhoulders, while S. Elifabeth is in a red robe, her head enveloped 
in the folds of a white linen turban. In the background, 
to the right, is feen Zacharias advancing down a courtyard ; 
on the left is a diftant landfcape. 

MiN. 5 Folio 16a. Memoria de SanSo Spiritu. Within a large initial U is 
depidled a dove, difplayed, the Emblem of the Holy Spirit. 

MiN. 69 Folio i6b. Three fmall miniatures, illuftrating the Memoria de 
Sanaa Trinitate^ the Firft Perfon of the Trinity difplaying a 
Crucifix. Memoria de SanSa Cruce^ a crucifix, beneath which 
are four figures in adoration. Memoria de SanSo Michaele, 
S. Michael overcoming the Fiend. 

MiN. 1011 Folio lya. Two fmall miniatures, illuftrating Oratio ad proprium 
Angelumy a kneeling figure, fupported by a guardian Angel. 
Be angelis et archangelis^ three figures of Angels. 

MiN. 12-13 Folio 17^. Two fmall miniatures. I>e SanSto Jobanne Baptiftay S. 
John bearing a lamb on a book. Memoria de omnibus patriarcbis 
et prophetiSy a group of feven figures.

Folio 31^. A large painting, reprefenting Chrift before Pilate. 
The interior of the Judgment Hall — a little landfcape feen 
through the window. Pilate is feated on a raifed dais, and 
before him ftands Chrift, bent forward. On the right is a half- 
kneeling figure of an accufer. On the left of Pilate is a crowd of 
foldiers and others, who have brought Chrift into the Judgment 
Hall ; and on the right are aflfcmbled the Scribes and Pharifees. 

Folio 22a. The Nativity. At the entrance of a cattle- flied kneel the 
Virgin and S. Jofeph before the infant Saviour, who lies naked 
on a portion of the flowing blue mantle of His mother. To 
the right kneel two angels ; and at the top of the pifture is feen 
the Firft Perfon of the Blefled Trinity in the ad of bleffing. 
His flowing mantle of blue fupported by an angel on each 
fide ; golden rays, emanating from the Deity, fall on the infant 
Saviour. The background reprefents a hilly country, with the 
towers of Jerufalem in the diftance. 

Folio 35^. The Scourging of Chrift. The Saviour ftands againft 
a pillar, behind which His hands are bound ; at His feet fits a 
man, who is tightening the cords round his legs. Round Him 
ftand three men, who fcourge Him with knotted whips, while one 
of the high priefts looks on. Seen through an open doorway is 
the hall of Pilate, with a party of foldiers aflembled. Through 
two half-open windows are feen diftant miniature landfcapes. 
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MiN. 70 Fo/io 26a. A large miniature. The announcement of Chrift's birth 
to the Shepherds. Five ihepherds, with their flock in the field, 
across which runs a wattled fold. One of the men fhades his eyes 
from the glory of the Angel, and a fecond appears to have juft 
awoke from fleep. In the fky appears an angel in a gold robe, 
who holds a fcroU with the legend, * Gloria in excelfis Deo,' &c. 

MiN. 71 Folio J 8^. A full-page miniature. The road to Calvary. In the 
centre is Chrift bearing the Crofs upon His ihoulders ; pre- 
ceding him is a party of foldiers, with one of the malefadors ; 
a foldier, in a very curious coftume, drags the weary Saviour 
along by a cord fattened round his waift ; on the left is the other 
malefador. A crowd of priefts and foldiers follow the Saviour ; 
and in the diftance the Bleflcd Virgin, with other holy women, 
S. Peter, &c., are feen ifluing from the doorway of Pilate's houfe. 

MiN. 72 Folio 29a. A large miniature. The Offerings of the Magi. The 
Blefled Virgin, attired in a flowing blue robe, is feated at the 
entrance of a cattle-fhed, with the infant Saviour on her knees ; 
behind them is feen S. Jofeph. To the left are the three kings, 
one of whom holds the hand of the infant. In the background 
is feen a landfcape, with a winding river. 

MiN. 73 Folio 41^. A full-page miniature of the Crucifixion. The Crofs 
is furmounted by a fmall figure reprefenting the Firft Perfon of 
the Holy Trinity, who holds up His right hand in the aft of 
bleffing. On the left of the Crofs ftand the five holy women, 
and on the right a party of Roman foldiers, the foremoft of 
whom is the Centurion; he holds up his hand towards the Crofs, 
and above him on a fcroll is the legend, ^Verefilius dei erat.* 

MiN. 74 Folio 4.2a. A large miniature of the Prefentation of Chrift in the 
Temple. The Blefled Virgin prefents the infant Saviour to the 
aged Simeon, who, ftanding before the altar, holds out his hands 
to receive Him. Behind the Virgin are two other female 
figures, and a group of five men ftand behind the altar. 
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Folio 44^. A full-page miniature, reprefenting the Defcent from 
the Crofe. Two men richly clad, and who probably are 
intended for Nicodemus and Jofeph of Arimathea, receive the 
body of the dead Chrift in their arms. At the foot of the 
Crofs is the Blefled Virgin, fupported by S. John, while behind 
them is a female figure, probably intended for Mary Magdalen. 

Folio 4511. A large miniature, reprefenting the Maflacre of the 
Innocents. Herod, feated on his throne, lifts his fceptre to 
ftrike at a child which is held by a foldier. A mother, clafping 
a child in her arms, flees from his prefence purfued by a foldier. 
On the left of Herod ftands a counfellor, in a red robe trimmed 
with ermine. 

Folio 48^. A fuU-page miniature of the Entombment. The dead 
body of the Saviour is placed in a carved marble fepulchre. The 
head is fupported by Jofeph of Arimathea, and the feet by 
Nicodemus. On the farther fide of the tomb, fupported by 
S. John, and holding his left arm, ftands the mother of our 
Lord; while in the foreground kneels Mary Magdalen, who 
appears to be anointing her Mafter's right hand from a box 
of fpikenard which ftands open befide her. Three holy women 
ftand behind the Virgin weeping ; and two male figures, one 
of whom holds a bottle, complete the group, which confifts 
of ten figures in ah. Through the landfcape in the diftance 
winds a river, on which are feen boats failing, and in the nearer 
diftance a man is feen rowing a boat from under the water-gate 
of a caftle. 

Folio 49J. A large miniature, reprefenting the Flight into Egypt. 
S. Jofeph, his cloak carried on a ftaflF acrofs his ftioulder, 
leads an afs, on which is feated the Virgin Mother, bearing 
the infant Saviour in her lap. In the background are feen the 
towers of Jerufalem, and from out the gateway proceeds a troop 
of horfemen in armour in purfuit of the fugitives. 
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MiN. 79 Folio 53^. A full-page miniature, repreienting the Laft Judgment. 
At the top of the pidure, on either fide, the Apoftles, Saints, 
and Evangelifts, look down from heaven upon Chrift, who, 
feated on a rainbow, judges the world. Above His head, on 
the left, an angel in a yellow robe bears aloft the Crois; and 
another angel, on the right, bears the different inftruments of 
the Paflion. To the right and left of the Saviour are two 
angels, who, with trumpets from which ifliie the legends, 
^Surgite vos vidit' and ^Venite ad iudicium,' call the dead to 
judgment. Beneath the right hand of the Judge, which is 
raifed in the adl of blefling, is the gate of Heaven, over which 
are three angels blowing trumpets. At the gate ftands S. Peter, 
key in hand, receiving the faved, who pafs over a drawbridge 
let down from the gateway into the manfion of the blefled. 
Beneath the left hand of the Judge hovers S. Michael, fcales 
and (word in hand ; and below him is feen hell-mouth, into 
which are driven by devils, the finners, as they rife from their 
graves, monks being by no means wanting among the loft ones. 

MiN. 80 Folio 63 1. A full-page miniature, reprefenting the Raifing of 
Lazarus. The Saviour, ftanding at the head of the tomb, calls 
Lazarus back to life. A group of nine other figures ftand 
round the grave. Curioufly enough, the fcene is reprefented 
as taking place within a church ; in the background is feen an 
altar. 

MiN. 81 Folio 81^. A full-page miniature. In the centre is reprefented a 
full-length figure of our Lord habited in a fcarlet robe, the 
right arm is raifed, and the two forefingers extended in the aft 
of blefling, while with the left arm he holds againft his breaft an 
open book, on the pages of which are infcribed, * Ego fum via, 
Veritas et vita.' Through the windows of the court in which 
the Saviour ftands is feen a beautifully painted landfcape. To 
the left of our Lord are two angels, who play on the harp and 
viol; and to the left is a third angel in attitude of prayer. 
On the columns on either fide ftand angels blowing trumpets. 
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Folios 82^-88^ are occupied with the concluding text of the 
prayers. The firft page is headed, ^Incipiunt quindecim oraciones 
ad ChriftuMy and then begins what may be faid to be the moft 
important portion of this remarkable volume, namely, the 
BOOK OF PSALMS, which opens on 

Folio 89^, with a full-page miniature, reprefenting Afaph writing 
the Pfalms^ He is feated in a circular chair, his feet on a 
chauHTb-pied, in a chamber with open windows ; on his head he 
wears a hat of curious fafhion, and on his nofe a pair of horn 
fpeftacles. On a fmall ftand in front of him is a tray of 
writing materials, and at a fhort diftance on the floor is a 
blazing wood fire, in which are being confumed the books of 
the law ; on a table to his right lie three richly-bound books 
and a fcroU ; behind him is a large bed, with blue and fcarlet 
hangings. 

Following this miniature is the opening page of the Book of 
Pfalms. To each Pfalm is given a title heading, which a high 
authority declares to be entirely peculiar to this volume. Thefe 
headings are therefore given at full as it is a matter of confiderable 
interefl to fee the light in which the Pfalms were underflood by 
the mediaeval fcribe. Each Pfalm is illuftrated by one or more 
miniatures, varying in fize, but for the moft part about two 
inches fquare. There are in all 174 fmaller miniatures in illuf- 
tration of the Pfalter difperfed through the text, befides ten large 
paintings of fingular beauty and intereft. 



Folio ^a. Ps. I. Hunc fjalmum fecit EJdras quando renouavif legem 
domini combuftam. Efdras feated in a vaulted chamber writing 
the books of the law. In front of him, on the open floor, 
blazes a fire, in which the books of the law are being 
confumed. 

Folio goa. Ps. II. P/almus dauid de Chrifto ad litteram. Chrift 
brought into the Judgment Hall of Pilate. On the fteps ftands 
King David, his harp in his hand. 
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MiN. 86 Folio 90^. Ps. HI. Pfalmus dauid de perfecuHone quia perjecutus eft 
eum abjolon. A remarkable compofition of a battle-piece, in 
which eighteen full-length figures are depifted, David kneels in 
the background, and the Deity looks out from Heaven upon him. 

MiN. 87 Folio gia. Ps. iv. Pfalmus dauid gracias agentis deo pro liberatione 

fua a manibus Saulis. David has efcaped through a door, 

towards which Saul runs, fpear in hand, but is drawn back 

by Jonathan. In a fecond compartment David kneels to give 

thanks to God. 

MiN. 88 Folio 91^. Ps. V. Pfalmus dauid ad impetrandam uiHoriam de inimicis 
fuis. A group of twelve of the king's enemies ftand outfide 
their tents confpiring together. To the left is David in a fuit 
of armour, {landing, with his hands uplifted in prayer. 

MiN. 89 Folio 91^. Ps. VI. PJalmus da^idis penitenHs de fuperbia Jua in 
numeratione populi. In two compartments. In that to the right 
David is feated on his throne ; in front of him is a Scribe, who 
writes on a fcroU the names of the people who kneel around. 
To the left is feen David, feated on a bench, his hands uplifted 
in attitude of prayer, 

MiN. 90 Folio gia. Ps. vii. Pfalmus dauid penitentis quia ignorantis fuit 
caufa interfeSlionis facerdotum domini. On the right ftands Saul, 
with uplifted fceptre. In front of him an executioner ftrikes 
off the heads of three men. On the left ftands David, in 
attitude of prayer. 

MiN. 91 Folio 92*.' Ps. VIII. Pfalmus David de uiHoria Chrifto in paffione 
fua. David, habited in royal robes, flands on a rock, whence, 
with prophetic vifion, he beholds the crucifixion of our 
Lord, at the fight of which heaven and earth fall down in 
adoration. Angels fly round the Crofs, and before it kneel 
the brute creation, reprefented by a lion, a horfe, and an ox ; 
birds aflemble at the foot, and fifties put their heads out of 
the water. 
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Folio 93^. Ps. ix.-x. P/almus dauid de duplici iuditio quod uidit 
futurum de Cbrifto. In two compartments. On the left is 
ieen David, (landing in his chamber. On the right is feen 
Chrift, judging the world; on his left hand hell-mouth yawns 
for the wicked ; on his right, S. Peter leads the blefled into 
the heavenly manfions. 

Folio g^a. Ps. xi. P/almus Dauid confifi in 'Domino tempore quo 
perfecutus eft eum Saul. In illuftration of the verfe, ' How fay 
ye then unto my foul that (he fhould flee as a bird unto the 
hill?* Saul, with a company of fpearmen on horfeback, pur- 
fues after David, who is feen hiding, in attitude of prayer, 
in a cleft of the rock. 

Folio 94^. Ps. XII. P/almus David /ugientis de ceyla ne traderetur 
Sauli. Saul, with a company of fpearmen on horfeback, 
appears before a city, on the battlements of which are mounted 
foldiers in armour. In the background is feen David kneeling 
in a grove of trees. 

Folio 95<a. Ps. XIII. P/almus David de quatuor regnis affliSuris 
filios I/rael. David ftands upright, his hands lifted in prayer. 
Oppofite to him are the four kingdoms reprefented, each with 
a crown above the turret of the gateway. ' 

Folio 95^. Ps. XIV. P/almus David de Nabugodono/or bla/phemante 
Deum. In illuftration of the verfe, ' The fool hath faid in his 
heart. There is no God.* Nebuchadnezzar, with his courtiers, 
ftands at the gate of Jerufaiem ; from his mouth goes forth a 
fcroU, with the legend, Ne/cio deum. In the background ftands 
David, to whom the glory of God appears in the heavens. 

Folio 95^. Ps. XV. P/almus David oftendentis quis e//et dignus babitare 
in iberu/alem. David, with his right hand extended, ftands before 
the gates of Jerufaiem, around which is a very prettily painted 
landfcape. 

P/almus David de Cbrifto botnine petente fe 
confirmari a fatre. Chrift, on His knees, lifts His hands in 
prayer to God the Father, Who appears to Him in the heavens. 
On the left ftands David, in attitude of meditation. 

PJalmus David pefentis Je liberari a perfecutione 
Saul. Saul ftands in the portico of his houfe; behind him 
ftand his courtiers ; and before him is Jonathan, to whom he 
delivers a two-handed fword to fmite David, who, habited in 
a fuit of armour, is feen on his knees in the landfcape beyond.

In a fecond compartment David is feen kneeling in the land- 
fcape, while the Deity looks down upon him. 

MiN, 1 01 Folio 98^. Ps. XIX. P/almus David regraciantis Deo de datione legis. 
David, with his head uncovered, and the Book of the Law 
open before him on a prie-dieuy ftands in his chamber giving 
thanks to God with uplifted hands. In the landfcape is feen 
Mofes receiving the Law from Almighty God on Mount 
Sinai. 

MiN. 102 Folio 99^. Ps. XX. P/almus David ad impetrandam viSoriam exercitui 
/uo in ab/entia /ua. In the foreground, to the right, are the 
tents of the army of Ifrael, the foldiers in armour ftand round 
a large cannon which is planted againft a citadel ; on the battle- 
ments appear two foldiers. To the left David kneels in a 
prettily painted landfcape, with hands uplifted in prayer ; his 
armour lies befide him on the ground. 

MiN. 103 Folio 99^. Ps. XXI. P/almus David de magnificentia regni Chri/li. 
In two compartments. On the right is feen our Lord, girded 
round the loins with a cloth, and a fcarlet and purple robe on 
His fhoulders. The Firft Perfon of the Trinity places a crown 
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of gold upon His head, and the Holy Spirit hovers over Him ; 
rays of glory fhine from His glorified body, and a choir of 
angels fing His praifes. In the left compartment David ftands 
in his chamber, in meditation, habited in royal robes. 

Folio loia. Ps. XXII. P/almus David ad litter am de paffione Cbrijii. 
To this Pfalm is affigned a full-page miniature, which occupies 

Folio loob. On this is depifted the Crucified Body of our Lord, 
the various inftruments of His paffion, and the heads of the 
different perfons concerned in His fufferings. The Saviour 
ftands on a large ftone flab, placed crofTwife over an open 
fepulchre; His body is difcovered by two angels, who each 
hold up a comer of the large green mantle which is clafped 
round His neck. Around are carefully depifted the heads of 
Herod, Pilate, Annas, Caiaphas, and Judas, and the different 
inftruments and accidents of the Paffion, about five-and-twenty 
in number. The miniature and the page of text oppofite are 
furrounded by a rich border. 

Folio loib, Ps. XXIII. P/almus David regraciantis Deo de provi- 
dentia ab eo Jibi fa^a. David kneels in the midft of a land- 
fcape with hands uplifted in prayer. From a doorway behind 
him iflue forth a company of men and women; the foremoft 
of the party is a youth, who holds a golden crown to place on 
David's head. 

Folio io2a. Ps. XXIV. P/almus David de univer/ali regni Cbrijii 
Domino /uper onts creaturas. In two compartments. On 
the left David ftands in meditation in a vaulted chamber, the 
roof fpangled with ftars. On the right Chrift appears in 
glory in the heavens difplaying His crucified body to the 
whole creation. A company of men and women, the beafts 
of the earth, the fifhes of the fea, and the birds of the air, all 
join in finging His praifes. 
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MiN. 108 Folio 102^. Ps. XXV. Oratio David ut liberaretur a perjecutione 
Saul. On the right is feen Saul (landing in a chamber, with a 
fpearman, a rwordfrnan, and a bowman ; without, kneels David 
in attitude of prayer. 

Oratio David oraniis ut flatus Juus fro- 
fperaretur poft mortem Saulis. In two compartments. On the 
left is the funeral of Saul ; the coffin is covered with a pall 
of royal blue figured with gold, and on the top of it is fet 
the crown, behind it a monk fprinkles it with holy water, and 
four monks habited in black iing dirges. In the compartment 
on the left kneels David in prayer, and in the diftance ftand 
three of his followers. 

A full-page miniature in illuftration of Ps. xxvii., 
which begins on' Folio 10 ^a with the intitulation : PJalmus 
David pofl mortem Saulis antequam ungeretur in regem. The 
miniature is in three compartments. On the left is feen the 
city of Jerufalem; and in the foreground, at the end of a winding 
path which leads from the city gate, ftands David with his 
followers. On the right, in the upper compartment, the high- 
prieft carrying the holy oil ifTues forth from the city gate, 
accompained by the chief men of the city. In the lower com- 
partment five minftrels go before a prieft, who carries a crown 
of gold ; he is followed by. a company of fingers, after whom 
come the damfels playing upon timbrels.

David ftands in the Temple before the 
altar of the Lord and exhorts the people to prefent the oflFerings 
which they bring with them. 
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Folio loSa. Ps. xxx. Pfalmus David de dedicatione Templi Salamonis. 
David prophetically (ings this Pfalm concerning the building of 
the Temple. Behind him the mafons are feen at work upon 
the building, which Solomon direAs with a golden wand. 

Folio io6b. Ps. XXXI. Pfalmus David quando fuit in perfecutione 
Saul. To the right is feen Saul feated on his throne, his 
followers about him. Before him kneels David, clad in helmet 
and armour, pleading his innocency. 

Folio 107^. Ps. XXXII. Pfalmus David quando revelatum fuit fibi 
quod feccata Jua fuerint dimijfa. David kneels in penitence 
before the Almighty, rays of mercy fall upon him from heaven,

Folio io%a. Ps. XXXIII. Hunc Pfalmum fecit David ut cantaretur in 
Templo Domini. David ftands before the altar of the Lord 
within a Bafilica, and gives diredions to a company of furpliced 
priefts, who fit on a bench with a book open before them.

This page is furrounded by a 
rich border, with large ornamental letter D. Facing it, on 
Folio 113^, is a large full-page miniature, which reprefents the 
fiege of Jerufalem. In the foreground ftands a party of foldiers 
in armour, holding fpears, halberds, &c.; one of them fets a 
match to a large cannon which is planted againft the walls of 
the city, in which a breach is already made. In the ftreets are 
feen fome figures of women, one of whom laments over a dead 
body. A little further oflF a battle is going on outfide the city 
walls. In the ornamental border which furrounds the large 
picture are three fmall circular miniatures ; in two of thefe the 
fack and ruin of the city is reprefented, and in the third is 
depided David lamenting the deftrudion he forefees.

On the right is reprefented the Nativity of our Lord ; and in 
the diftance is piftured the announcement of Chrift's birth to 
the Shepherds. 

Pfalmus David poftquam intraverat ad Berjabee 
et fecerat Uriam occidi. In three compartments. On the left 
David is feen at an open window, looking down at Bathfheba, 
who is reprefented waftiing her feet.

Folio 122b. A large full-page miniature, in illuftration of Ps. liii., 
which begins on Folio 1 14^. Psalmus David de perfecutione quam 
vidit futuram fuper filios Ifrael in tempore Antiocbi, 

To illuftrate the firft verfe of this Pfalm, * The fool hath 
faid in his heart. There is no God,' the artift has departed from 
the conventional reprefentation of a court fool or jefter, fuch as 
is ufually found in MSS. of the period, and has given inftead 
a reprefentation of the hiftory recorded in the 7 th chapter of 
the Second Book of Maccabees, wherein is related, * The conftancy 
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and cruel death of /even brethren and their mother in one day^ 
becauje they would not eat Jwine^ s flejh at the king's commandment.* 

In this beautiful painting King David is feen (landing on 
a hill beyond Jerufalem, whence he beholds the fcene with pro- 
phetic vifion. On his right is a reprefentation of the city of 
Jerufalem, which^ of courfe, the artift repreients as a mediseval 
town, but with a curious round building in the centre, which 
is, no doubt, intended for the Temple. In the ftreets of the 
town, and within the Temple, are feen the ibldiers of Antiochus 
killing and ill-treating the inhabitants ; in the foreground, to 
the left, is a large party of horfemen, clad in black and in gold 
armour, who joftle one another as they prefs through the gate 
to enter the city of Jerufalem. On the right is a greenfward 
enclofed by a wall; and in this enclofure ftand the feven 
brethren, clad in blue gowns, the fcalps already torn from their 
heads; facing them (lands their mother, exhorting them to 
fufFer all torments rather than tranfgrefs the law of God. On 
the other fide (lands Antiochus, who holds fomething in his 
hand, which is probably intended for the piece of fwine's flefh 
which he endeavours to perfuade them to eat. The hidory 
goes on to relate how they fuffered the moft fearful torments, 
but remained condant to their faith, the mother being the lad to 
fuiFer, after (he had exhorted her fons to withdand all tempta- 
tions while (he beheld their torments. 

Folio I i^a. Ps. Liv. Pfalmus David petentis Dei auxilium quando 
inimici/ui venerunt ad Saul ut eum occideretur. David, kneeling, 
in a beautifully painted landfcape, lifts up his hands to God, 
who appears to him in the heavens. To the right, in the court- 
yard of a cadle, dands Saul, at the head of a party of David's 
enemies, who are arrayed in armour, with weapons in their hands. 

Folio 123^. Ps. Lv. Pfalmus David gracias agentis Deo de liberatione 
fua quando fugiat de ceyla. David, mounted on a white horfe, 
rides forth from a cadle gate, his head uplifted, while he (ings 
praises unto God. 
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MiN. 139 Folio 124a. Ps. Lvi. Pfalmus DavU fugientis a Saul ad regem Geth 
ubi timuit occidi. In two compartments. On the left David 
kneels, in a prettily painted landfcape, with hands uplifted in 
prayer, his white charger (landing by his fide. On the right 
is the Court of King Geth ; the king, feated on his throne, 
with courtiers and attendants round him. Oppofite to him 
ftands a falconer, with his hawk on his wrift. 

MiN. 140 Folio 124^. Ps. Lvii. Pfalmus David fugientis a facie Saul in 
fpeluncam, David kneels in prayer at the mouth of a cave, 
while Saul, with Jonathan and a party of armed horfemen, 
advance in purfuit of him.

David walks in a landfcape, his head lifted to heaven in thank- 
ful nefs ; in the diftant background is feen approaching him a 
man in black armour, over whofe head is the legend, ^Con- 
fpirator SauliJ 

Folio 127^. Ps. Lxiv. Pfalmus quern fecit David in perjona Daniel 
quim vidit per Jpiritum JanSum projiciendum ex invidia in lacum 
leonum. In two compartments. On the left David, kneeling in 
his chamber in prayer, beholds prophetically the hiftory of 
Daniel. On the right Nebuchadnezzar direfts his fervants 
to lower Daniel into the den of lions, the mouth of which is 
built up like a well-head. 

Folio i2ia. Ps. Lxv. P/almus David prophetantis de redditu a cap- 
tivitate babilonica, David kneels in prayer in an open fummer- 
houfe ; on the right are feen the children of Ifrael ifluing forth 
from the gate of Babylon on their way back to Jerufalem. 

Folio 128^. Ps. Lxvi. Pfalmus David de liberatione populi Ifrael a 
fervitute Egyptiaca. David, feated on his throne, gives thanks 
to God for the liberation of the people of Ifrael from the 
Egyptian bondage. On the right are feen the people of Ifrael 
returning from Egypt, led by Mofes. Egypt is typified by a 
building in the diftance. 

Folio 1 29^. Ps. Lxvii. Pfalmus David de deprecatione pro populo Dei 
et de prophetia de pafjione Chrifii, In two compartments. On the 
left David, with a number of his people kneeling behind him, 
gives thanks to God. On the right is depifted Chrift bound 
to a pillar and fcourged. 

Folio 1 29^. Ps. Lxviii. Pfalmus David de refurreSione afcenfionis 
Chrifti et de miffione Spiritus Sancti et adventu judicium. An 
exquilitely-painted little pidure, in which are minutely repre- 
fented five diftind fubjefts. On the left David, feated in an 
alcove, beholds prophetically the events of man's redemption. 
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In the upper corner to the left is the refurreftion ; on the right 
the afcenfion ; in the lower right hand comer the defcent of the 
Holy Spirit ; and in the centre Chrift feated on a rainbow to I 
judge the world. ' 



Folio 131^. Ps. Lxviiii. Pfalmus David de paffione Chrifti et mem- 
brorum ejus. A fiiU-page painting of admirable defign and 
execution. It gives a conventional view of the city of Jeru- 
falem and pourtrays three great events in the paffion of our 
Lord. In the centre we fee, in a fort of open alcove, with 
fteps leading up to it, Chrift blindfolded and buffeted, the 
figures of his eight tormentors being drawn with great flcill. 
On the right, in another chamber open to the ftreet, is feen 
Pilate waihing his hands, fix attendants ftand around, and in 
the ftreet are four other fpedlators, who look into the hall with 
anxious expreflion. At the top of the page, on the greenfward 
of a hill above the buildings, we fee the crucifixion, a group of 
fix figures ftand round the crofs, two of them being on horfe- 
back; and on the left S. John fupports the Blefled Virgin, 
who is fainting. A foldier pierces our Lord with a fpear on 
the left fide. In the diftance is indicated a company of 
armed men. This beautiful painting is one of the fineft in 
the whole volume. 

Folio 133/J. Ps. Lxx. Pfalmus David recordantis beneficia ftbi a Deo 
preftita. David, walking in a landfcape, gives thanks to God, 
while he looks on the towns of Jerufalem, Jericho, Nazareth, 
and Bethlehem, each of which is reprefented by a diflFerent pile 
of buildings. 

Folio 133^. Ps. Lxxi. Pfalmus David de eadem materia de qua efi 
Pfalmus precedens. David, feated at a defk, in an open alcove, 
is engaged in writing ; on the fhelf beyond him lie fix richly- 
bound books. In a little landfcape beyond are feen fhips 
failing on the fea, travellers on horfeback, fhepherds watching 
their flocks, and wayfarers travelling with packs behind them. 
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Folio 134a. Ps. Lxxii. Pfalmus David de Chrifto futuro rege. In 
two compartments. On the left David, feated at a deflc, writes 
the Pfalm in which he foretells Chrift as the future King. 
Through a little window oppofite to him he beholds the vifion 
of Chrift in His crucified body being crowned in heaven, and 
ftretches forth his right hand to proffer his own crown to his 
Lord. 

Folio 134^- Ps. Lxxiii. Pfalmus Afaph prophetantis de bonitate divine 
providencie. Afaph, feated in a chamber with three fcribes, 
beholds a vifion of the Divine glory. One of the fcribes writes 
as he prophefies. The little landfcape through the window is 
beautifully painted. 

Folio 135^. Ps. Lxxiv. Pfalmus Afaph de futura captivitate Baby- 
lonica. Afaph, feated at an open window, beholds, prophetically, 
the fufferings of the Ifraelites under the Babylonian captivity, 
which are minutely depided, with marvellous fkill, in fix different 
fubjecfts. Some prifoners, through the bars of their prifon, 
behold the execution of their fellow-countrymen. Above them 
are two Ifraelites made faft in the ftocks, another looks through 
the bars of an upper window in a round tower, whence a fifth 
is led forth to execution, while a fixth is hanging from the 
branch of a tree. 

Folio 1 26a. Ps. Lxxv. Pfalmus Afaph difireptio populi Ifrael reverfi 
in terram nativitatis fub Ciro rege. In the diftance is feen a 
pile of buildings bearing the legend, * regnum Cyri Regis;' 
thence journeys a party of Ifraelites, men and women, towards 
Jerufalem, where, in an open chamber, kneel Afaph and his 
three friends. 

Folio 136^. Ps. Lxxvi. Pfalmus Afaph de perfecutione mire futura 
per Senacheris tempore Ezechie, Sennacherib, with his hoft, 
advances againft the armies of Ifrael, which are led by Ezechias 
and Ifaiah. The grouping of the three parties of foldiers is 
wonderfully fkilful. In a feparate compartment, to the left, is 
feen Afaph, who, with three friends, is engaged in writing.

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MiN. i6i Folio 137a. Ps. Lxxvii. P/almus Afapb de perfecutione Babylonica 
et ejus terminatione, Afaph and his three friends kneel on a 
green hill butfide Jerufalem, and give praife to God (who 
appears to them in the fky) for the ending of the Babylonian 
captivity. To the right, the King of Babylon brings forth the 
children of Ifrael, and direfts them back to Jerufalem. 

MiN. 162 Folio 137^. Ps. Lxxviii. P/almus Afaph oftendentis ex Scriptura quod 
regnum IJrael pertinebat ad David et poteftatem ejus ex divina 
eleSlione. In two compartments. On the left Afaph and his 
friends converfe, ftanding in an open landfcape. On the right 
is the coronation of the youthful King David. This is an 
admirable compofition. The youthful king is feated on the 
throne, while the high-prieft and chief prophet of the nation 
place the crown of gold upon his head ; five other figures are 
grouped round the throne. 



MiN. 163 Folio 139^. Ps. Lxxix. P/almus Afaph de perfecutione /a£fa per 
Nabugodono/or. In a tiny compartment, in the left hand corner, 
Afaph and his three friends are feated in a chamber, from the 
window of which he fees, prophetically, the perfecution under 
Nebuchadnezzar. On the right is feen the burning and (ack 
of the city of Jerufalem, direAcd by Nebuchadnezzar in perfon. 
Armed men iffue forth from the gate of the city carrying 
away the ark of the covenant and other fpoils. Women, 
with children in their arms, are ftruck down by foldiers, while 
others ieek refuge in rocks and caves. 

MiN. 164 Folio i^oa. Ps. Lxxx. P/almus A/aph de Chri/lo ad litter am. 
Afaph, ftanding in a landfcape with his companions, prophefies 
concerning the birth of ChrifL In another compartment, to 
the right, the Blefled Virgin receives the angelical falutation; 
and from God the Father (who is feen in the heavens), the Holy 
Spirit, in the fhape of a dove, and the figure of a child bearing 
a crofs, defcend upon her through golden rays. 
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F^lio 141^. Ps. Lxxxi. (on Folio 142a). P/almus Afaph de cantandus 
in fefio tubarum pro gratiarum a£lione de fruSibus anni collects. 
This is a full-page painting, and is a moft valuable monument 
of medieval art, being altogether remarkable both for defign 
and execution. 

In the foreground Afaph (its in a circular chair, which is 
placed in the forecourt of a houfe ; before him is a deik with 
a book of mufic on it, and three men who ftand behind him, 
ling as he beats time. On the right are the people of Ifrael 
gathering manna, and on the left is a vineyard, in which a 
man and woman are harvefting the vintage. At the top is a 
view of an open church, with a prieft fwinging a cenfer before 
an altar ; on the right muficians blowing trumpets, and on the 
left a company of people. 

Folio 142^9-^. Ps. Lxxxii. P/almus Asaph contra perverfos judices 
arguens eorum nequitiam et petens hoc Juper divinam jufticiam. 
(on Folio 142^). A charming little painting, reprefenting a 
mediaeval court of juftice. On a high bench are feated five 
judges, in different-coloured robes. The centre judge holds 
a long wand, and over his head is the legend, ^iudex iniquitaiis.' 
On the lower feat of the bench two fcribes are writing the 
evidence. The culprit ftands fecured between two gaolers, each 
holding an arm ; and an advocate or accufer pleads before the 
court with lifted hands. In a little outer chamber is feen Afaph, 
with his companions. 

Folio 142^. Ps. Lxxxiii. P/almus Afaph contra quo/dam hojles in- 
vadentes terram et populum judeorum. To the right is the city 
of Jerufalem, with foldiers mounted on the battlements, and 
bulwarks fet againft the gates. At a fhort diftance the tents 
of the enemy are pitched round the city, while two companies 
of foldiers plant cannon againft the walls. Afaph ftands at a 
diftance, his eyes and hands uplifted ; and behind him his 
friends kneel in prayer. 
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MiN. 1 68 Folio 14.3a. Ps. Lxxxiv. Pfalmus filiorum Chore exprimens defiderium 
fanSorum adhuc in valle mijerie degencium deveniendi ad gaudium 
fupernorum. In two compartments. . On the left the ions of 
Corah lift up their hands to the Lord, who appears to them 
in the heavens. On the right a company of people, with the 
Pope, the King, and the Emperor in the foreground, kneel in 
prayer. Above them, in the heavens, is feen the Holy Trinity, 
furrounded by the heavenly hoft. 

MiN. 169 Folio 143^. Ps. Lxxxv. Pfalmus filiorum Chore in quo eft graciarum 
aSio pro redditu captivitatis Babylonice et prophetia de perfeSa 
liberatione per Chriftum. On the left the fons of Corah kneel 
in the landfcape; two of them give thanks to God for the 
return of the Ifraelites, who are feen, on the right, iffuing 
forth from the city of Babylon, while the third points to the 
diftance, where Chrift is feen inviting the redeemed to enter 
the manfions of heaven. 

MiN. 170 Folio 144/?. Ps. Lxxxvi. Oratio David pro liberatione fua a per- 
fecutione Saul, David flees from the prefence of Saul, who 
fits on his throne with folded arms, his guards (landing by 
his fide. 

MiN. 171 Folio 144^. Ps. Lxxxvii. Pfalmus filiorum Chore ad litteram de 
mifterio Chrifti et Ecclefie. The fons of Corah fit at a table, 
writing; on a flielf above them are books, in red, blue, and 
green bindings. Without the chamber is a vifion of Chrift, 
in His crucified body, who enclofes with His arms an eccle- 
fiaftical building to fymbolize His love for the Church. 

MiN. 172 Folio 145^. Ps. Lxxxviii. Pfalmus Heman deprecantis pro liberatione 
tribulationis quampopulus iudeicus fuftinuit in Babyloniam. Heman, 
kneeling on a bank, lifts up his hands in prayer to God. In 
the diftance are reprefented the towers of Babylon. 
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Folio 145^. Ps. Lxxxix. Pfalmus David de ftabilitate et perpetuitate 
regni David quod completa eft in Chrifto. David ftands at a 
ledern, with two chorifters, finging the praifes of Chrift, whom 
he fees in a vifion furrounded by angels. 

Folio 147^. Ps. xc. Oratio May ft ad impetrandum beneficia populo 
Ifrael quern eduxit de Egypto. Mofes, holding up the tables of 
the Law, gives thanks for the deliverance of Ifrael from the 
Egyptian captivity. Six people, following Mofes, fymbolize 
the children of Ifrael. 

Folio 147^. Ps. xci. Pfalmus Moyjt in quo denunciat multiplex bene- 
ficium Dei fuper populum. Mofes, ftanding oh a hillock, fings 
the praifes and goodnefs of God towards the Ifraelites; round 
him are men, women, and children, gathering the heaven-fent 
manna into vefTels. 

Folio 148^. Ps. xcii. Pfalmus Moyfi quem fecit ut cantaretur in die 
fabbati in memoriam beneficii creationis. Aaron and four affiftants 
ftand at a ledern finging the praifes of God, for His goodnefs 
in the work of creation. In a fecond compartment is minutely 
reprefented the work of the fix days of the creation of the world. 

Folio 148^. Ps. xciii. Pfalmus Moyfi de tempore meffe cui fubjicienda 
funt regna omnia. Chrift takes pofl!eflion of the world, fymbo- 
lically, by placing His crofe upon it. Mofes, ftanding before 
Chrift with downcaft eyes, refigns his rule to Him. 

Folio 148^. Ps. xciv. Pfalmus Moyfi ad revocandum populum Ifrael 
a quodam err ore currentes in tempore fuo. A minftrel pipes to a 
party of Ifiaelites, who dance round the golden calf, while hard 
by is feen a party of revellers feated at table. To the right 
Mofes breaks the tables of the law, in anger, at the fight. 

Folio 149^. Ps. xcv. Pfalmus Moyfi ad inducendum filios Ifrael ad 
laudem Dei et obedienciam antiquam ingrederentur terram pro- 
mijffionis. Mofes, with lifted arm, points to the heavens, where 
God is feen in the clouds, and exhorts the people of Ifrael, who 
kneel behind him, to the worfliip of the true God. 
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MiN. 1 80 Folio I49^« Ps. xcvi. Pfalmus ifte David eft divinarum graciarum 
aifio de reedificatione templi poft captivitatem BaUlonicam, In 
two compartments. On the left is fecn David, with a company 
of priefts, giving thanks to Grod for the fetting up of Solomon's 
temple, the building of which is moft ingenioufly depided in 
the compartment to the right. 

MiN. 181 Folio 150^. Ps. xcvii. Pfalmus David de adventu Chrifti ad judicium. 
David, kneeling in prayer by his throne, beholds a vifion of the 
laft judgment, which is reprefented in a feparate compartment. 

MiN. 182 Folio 151^. Ps. xcviii. P/almus David de adventu Chrifti primo de 
juditio. A large fizll-page miniature. A clufter of buildings 
fymbolizes the world, whither God the Father fends down His 
Son (indicated by a child defcending from the mouth of the 
Father through golden rays) to (ave and redeem it. In the 
foreground is a clufter of twelve perfons, probably intended to 
reprefent the twelve tribes of Ifrael, who wait for the coming 
of the Lord. On the left is a rocky prifon, through the bars 
of which are feen the fpirits of the juft awaiting their deliverance 
with wiftful faces. 

MiN. 183 Folio 152^. Ps. xcix. Pfalmus David de adventu Chrifti primo de 
juditio ad judicandum populum ad divinum cultum. The interior 
of a chancel, with a crucifix over the altar, in front of which 
kneels the congregation ; in the ftalls are the priefts, in furplices. 
David leaning over a low wall, looks on the fcene from a fide 
chapel. 

MiN. 184 Folio 152^. Ps. c. Pfalmus David faSus ut cantaretur in oblatione 
hoftie pacifice. David ftands before a ledlern, with four youths, 
who fing from an open book; while a prieft, behind whom 
kneel two afiiftants, oflTers a lamb upon the altar. 

MiN. 185 Folio 152^* Ps. CI. Pfalmus David quem fecit quando cognovit fe 
ftabilitum in regno. David ieated on his throne; on his right 
hand ftand two aged councilors, and on his left two youths. 
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Folio 1 5341. Ps. cii. P/almus David ad litteram loquitur de anxietate 
fopuli Ifrael expeSlantis adoentum Meffie. David kneels in a 
landTcape, with a company of the people, who lift up their 
hands and eyes to God in prayer for the coming of the Mefliah. 

Folio 1$^' Ps. cm. P/almus David ifie eft quedam laus divina a 
David compojita. David kneels in a beautifully painted flowery 
landfcape^ his left hand lifted up to heaven. 

Folio 1543. Ps. civ. P/almus David de eadem materia de qua eft 
prior. David kneels in a vaulted chamber, the roof of which 
is fpangled with ilars. Chrift is feen in the heavens through 
the caiementy and divine rays defcend from Him upon David. 

Folio 155^. Ps. cv. P/almus ifte primus inter illos qui dicuntur 
allatice eft quedam mutatio ad divinam laudemficut et duo/equentes. 
David, holding his crown in his left hand, and with his right 
uplifted, calls upon the high-priefl and people, who ftand before 
him, to give thanks to God for His mercies. 

Folio 156^. Ps. cvi. Titulus iftius P/almi alleluya, alleluya primo 
dicitur alleluya pro laude Dei in pre/enti /ecundo pro laude in 
futuro. David, with a company of the people in the temple, 
inftruAs the people in the praifes of God. Above their heads 
are fcroUs, with the l^end, ^Alleluia.' 

Folio 158^. Ps. evil, Titulus p/almi alleluya et eft graciarum aSlio 
pro redemptione /aSa per Chriftum. David and the prophets 
behold^ with wonder and admiration, the redemption of the 
faithftil by Chrift from the jaws of hell, while the devils fly off 
in defpair. 

Folio 159^. Ps. cviii. P/almus David ifte eft graciarum affio pro 
viSoria ejus contra inimicos. David, his helmet and battle-axe 
thrown down by his fide, kneels at the head of his army in 
an exquifitely painted little landfcape. The banners which 
the foldiers carry have on them a harp, as David's armorial 
bearings. 
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MiN. 193 Folio 159^. Ps. cix. P/almus DavU de paffione Chrifti quantum ad 
hoc quod fuit traditus a Juda traditore. On the left a finall 
flight of fteps, with iron baluftrade, leads into a room, the 
interior of which is feen through the open door. David looks 
out of the window, where he beholds in the courtyard, with 
prophetic eye, the betrayal of Chrift : Judas gives the traitor's 
kifs to his Matter, while Peter has juft ftruck off the ear of 
Malchus, who lies on the ground appealing to his companions 
for help. 

MiN. 194 Folio i6ib. Ps. ex. P/almus David de facerdotio Chrifti et cjusjacri- 
ficio quid eukariftia, Oppofite to the Pfalm is a grand full-page 
painting, in four compartments. In the lower compartment, on 
the left, David is feen lying on his couch, whence he forefees 
the great Chriftian Sacrifice. Above him is depidled the firft 
inftitution of the Holy Eucharift — Chrift feated at table with 
His difciples, but Judas entering, with bag in hand, makes a 
thirteenth. On the right, in another compartment, is feen the 
celebration of the mafs. The prieft elevates the hoft, while 
the congregation (foremoft among whom are feen the Pope, a 
cardinal, and a biftiop, and behind them the king and people) 
bow in adoration. In the upper compartment, on the left, is 
fhown the crucified body of Chrift, adored by angels ; while on 
the right Chrift bears in His right hand the chalice and hoft, 
and in His left hand a globe to fymbolize the world faved by 
His facrifice. 

MiN. 195 Folio 162a. Ps. CXI. P/almus David de eukariftia efficacia. An altar, 
on which ftands a chalice, with the hoft above it. Around it fly 
the fouls of the faithful, tended by angels, who point the way to 
heaven, which is opened to them by means of this facrament. 
On the right David, feated on his throne, forefees this wonder. 

MiN. 196 Folio 162b. Ps. cxii. PJalmus David in quo oftenditur quot felicitas 
reddenda eft pro omnibus mi/ericordie. David, feated on his throne, 
gives direftions to his attendant, to relieve the needs of the poor 
who ftand before him, with food and clothes. 
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Folio 162a. Ps. cxiii. J/ie P/almus inducit ad laudem Dei ex con- 
fideratione fue providencie qua deprejfos injufte Jublevat ad ftatuum 
bonorum. On a high feat are placed four men, who represent 
the princes and rulers ; through a window, over their head, God 
is feen in the heavens, who ordains that the poor and lowly 
ihall be made equal with the great ones of the earth. David 
ftands in front of the high feat, accompanying his pfalm with 
the harp, and at his feet are a number of diminutive people, 
intended to fymbolize the poor and lowly. 

Folio 163a. Ps. cxiv. In hoc P/almo inducit pfalmifta ad dei laudem 
pro beneficio dato populo Ifrael in exitu de Egypto. Mofes and 
Aaron are feen leading the children of Ifrael through the Red 
Sea. On the right David ftands in the portal of his house, 
meditating on the great miracle. 

Folio 16^. Ps. cxv. P/almus David pro liberatione Jua a periculis 
in perjecutione Sauk. David, as a young knight, ftands in the 
middle of a chamber, while two fquires faften on his golden 
armour, parts of which lie on the floor and benches. Through 
the window is a curious little view of a ftreet. 

Folio 1 64/^. Ps. cxvi. P/almus David de perjecutione Abfolon pacienter 
toller antis pro peccatis Juis et graciarum aHionum promittentis pro 
liberatione Jua. In two compartments. On the right David, 
feated on his throne, mourns the rebellion of Abfolon, while 
his friends endeavour to comfort him. On the left is feen 
Abfolon riding at the head of a troop of mail-clad horfemen. 

Folio 164^. Ps. cxvii. In hoc PJalmo inducuntur omnis populi ad 
laudandum Deum. David, with uplifted hands, exhorts all people 
to the praife of God. The world is represented by a crowd of 
people, headed by the Pope, who ftands before David, wearing 
the triple crown. 
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MiN. 202 Folio 164^. Ps. cxviii. In hoc P/altno inducit David ad laudandum 
Deum pro liberatione Jua a facie Saul et pro edificatione templi quod 
previdit. David, (landing in a doorway, watches three priefts 
finging pfalms before an altar. In a feparate compartment, to 
the right is feen, prophetically, the building of Solomon's 
Temple. A fcafFolding is raifed againft the building, and at 
the foot men are engaged in mixing mortar and hewing wood, 
while on the top of it are the mafons at work, trowel in hand. 

MiN. 203 Folio 166b. Ps. cxix. (i.) Alleluja pjalmus ifte ducat ujque ad 
pjalmos graduum et loquitur de beatitudine vie. On the oppofite 
page is a large full-page painting, reprefenting the afcenfion of 
the foul to heaven. This is quaintly reprefented by a nude 
figure (landing in a fheet, the four corners of which are held 
up by angels. Heaven opens above, where Chrift appears 
ready to receive the beatified fpirit ; and on either fide angels 
in golden robes fing to the mufic of the harp and cythern, 
which they bear in their hands. 

MiN. 204 Folio i6ja. Ps. cxix. (2.) Hie traSlat pjalmifta de pertinentibus ad 
beatitudinem qua conjijiit in operibus mi/ericordie vite aSlive et 
contemplative. The adive life is reprefented by a citizen per- 
forming an aft of mercy in clothing a beggar with his own 
coat. The contemplative life is fymbolized by a congregation 
in a church liftening to a monk who preaches from a pulpit. 
The whole page is furrounded by a richly ornamented border, 
with large initial letter B. 

Mm. 205 Folio 167^. Ps. CXIX. (3.) Hie removetur Jecundum impedimentum 
vite aSlive cujus triplex eft impedimentum .s .pajftonis impuljus virtutis 
humane defeSlus et corporis aggravantis pondus de i"" prius dim eft. 
On the left is David, (eated at a de(k in his chamber inditing 
a pfalm ; behind him lie numerous books on (helves, and a 
pretty landfcape is (ttn through the open window. In a fecond 
compartment to the right is depidted a fick chamber — one fick 
man lies in bed, while another is feated in a chair, whom an 
attendant watches anxioufly. 
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Folio iS-jb. Ps. cxix. (4.) Hie ponitur tertium impedimentum fcilicet 
pondus corporis animam aggravant is. In two compartments. On 
the left David is feated in his chamber in deep meditation. On 
the right is a man who appears to be in heavy defpondency, 
while a friend on each fide endeavours to comfort him, and they 
lead him towards the Temple of God.

Faith prefents an 
open book, on which is infcribed ^ Credo;' Hope has fcarlet 
wings, on each of which is infcribed ^Spero; Charity holds up 
a cryftal globe, with the infcription ^Amo! 

Folio 168^. Ps. CXIX. (6.) Hie ponitur fides quantum ad ejus con- 
ftantem eonfejjionem et defeSionem : pfalmus. David ftands in a 
church, his crown in his hand, before an altar furmounted by a 
crucifix ; Faith kneels on the ftep of the altar holding up an open 
book, in which is infcribed, ^ Credo in Deo.* 

Folio i6ib. Ps. CXIX. (7.) Hie ponitur fecundum promotum vite aSfive 
quod eft /pes Jublevans. David kneels in an open chamber ; 
before him, outfide the chamber, ftands Hope, who, with up- 
lifted hand, points to the Heavenly Father, who appears in the 
heavens ; on each of the wings of Hope is infcribed, 'Spero.' 

Folio i6ga. Ps. cxix. (8.) Hie agitur de/pe prout prevenit ex bono 
ufu liberi arbitrii. Hope, ftanding at the door of a church, 
through which is feen an altar, invites David and three others 
to enter ; over their heads is the legend, Uiberum arbitrium.' 

Folio i6ga. Ps. cxix. (9.) Hie ponitur tertium promotum quod eft 
caritatis ftimulans. In two compartments. On the left David 
ftands before an altar, on which is the ark. To the right a man 
kneels in the landfcape; behind him stands Charity, about to 
ftrike him with the dart of holy love ; ftie holds in her left 
hand her cryftal glafs, with the infcription, ^Amo' 
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dogs, who bark at David as he approaches. Behind the heretics 
advances Contemplation, with a fcourge uplifted to drive them 
forth from the church. 

Folio i^ior-b. Ps. cxix. (i6.) Hie concluditur maliiia deceptionis 
erroris formidabilis. A man reprefenting Error ftands before the 
throne of David and pleads his caufe, David and an attendant 
hold up their hands in horror at his words. In a fecond com- 
partment Error dares to approach the altar of the Lord, but 
Contemplation ftrikes him down with a fword. 

Folio 17 13. Ps. CXIX. (17.) Hie di/cribitur /ublimitas vite contem- 
plative. David, through a window of his houfe, beholds Divine 
Contemplation carried up to heaven by angels ; in the golden 
heaven which opens above God the Father is ready to receive 
her. 

Folio jy2a. Ps. cxix. (18.) Hie foribitur zelus viri contemplative: 
pjalmus. David, kneeling on the fteps of his throne in prayer, 
receives a white ray of Divine light. In a fecond compartment 
Chrift, (landing on the fteps of an altar, takes the hand of 
Contemplation, who kneels before him : from his mouth iflues 
a fcroll, with the legend, ^ dejponja et mihiy &c. 

Folio lyia, Ps. cxix. (19.) Hie agitur de fublimitate contemplationis 
prout queritur ferventi oratione: pfalmus. David, ftanding in his 
chamber with his crown in his hand, calls upon God. In a 
fecond compartment Chrift walks with Contemplation in a 
church, and inftrufts her from an open book which flie holds in 
her hands. 

Folio 172^. Ps. CXIX. (20.) Hie agitur de altitudine eontemplationis 
prout requiritur humilitate orantis: pjalmus. In two compart- 
ments. On the left, David kneels in prayer in his chamber, with 
open windows. On the right. Contemplation kneels before an 
altar, furmounted by a crucifix, and repeats her rofary. 
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MiN. 223 Folio 172^. Ps. cxix. {21.) Hie difcribitur jocunditas annexia vite 
contemplative : pfalmus. In two compartments. On the left, 
David fits on his throne, with a book open on his knees, before a 
doorway, outfide which ftand four minftrels playing on mufical 
inftruments. On the right, Contemplation is enthroned, holding 
an open book, while below her are four angels who play on 
the harp, the lute, the cithern, and pipe. 

MiN. 224 Folio 1^2^. Ps. CXIX. (22.) Hie petitur augmentatio Jupradille jocun- 
ditatis. In two compartments. On the left, David holds up his 
book of Pfalms as an offering to the Lord, who appears in the 
heavens holding forth to David a confecrated wafer. On the 
right is feen Contemplation (landing at the foot of a ladder, 
which reaches up to heaven, where God is feen with an angel 
on each fide. 

MiN. 225 Folio 173^. Ps. cxxi Ifte p/almus eft oratio pro liberatione populi 
IJrael a captivitate hahilonica : et eft primus quindecim pjalmorum 
graduum quia fie dieuntur qui Jolebant eantare in ajfenju templi 
ubi erant quindecim gradus. David, feated on his throne, forefees 
the return of the Jews from the Babylonifli captivity. On the 
other fide of a rock, intended to reprefent the mountains which 
feparate Judea from Babylon, are (ten the children of Ifrael 
ifliiing forth from the gate of the city. 

MiN. 226 Folio 173^. Ps. CXXI. P/almus ifte ficut preeedens eft oratio pro 
redditu populi de captivitate babiloniea. David ftands rejoicing 
with uplifted hands, in the midft of a prettily painted landfcape, 
with buildings which probably reprefent Jerufalem and Babylon. 

MiN. 227 Folio 174a, Ps. cxxii. P/almus ifte eft oratio exultantis in Domino 
pro edificatione civitatis et templi faciendorum per Salamone filium 
tuum. In two compartments. On the left, three minftrels 
fland piping, while David gives thanks to God as he forefees 
the grandeur of the Temple. On the right, the building of 
the Temple is going on. Solomon and one of his counfellors 
ftand in the foreground, and behind them are feen the mafons 
at work on the fcaflbld. 
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Folio 174a. Ps. cxxiii. P/almus ifte eft orafio pro liberatione populi 
Ifrael ab affliSlione induffa per Antiochum. In two compartments. 
On the left, David lifts his hands in prayer to God, whom he 
beholds in the heavens, imploring the deliverance of the children 
of Ifrael from the perfecutions of Antiochus, which he forefees. 
On the right, Antiochus is fecn furrounded by foldiers and 
attendants, to whom he gives orders for the perfecution of the 
Ifraelites, one of whom is being boiled in a large cauldron, a 
foldier blowing the fire with a pair of bellows, and at a fliort 
diftance an executioner ftirs the fire round a man who is tied 
to a (lake. 

Folio 174^. Ps. cxxiv. P/almus quern fecit David gracias agens pro 
liberatione Jua a philiftis. In two compartments. On the left, 
David fings before the people a pfalm of thanksgiving for his 
deliverance, in his youth, from Goliath. On the right is feen 
the army of the Philistines, with Goliath at their head. 

Folio 1 74^. Ps. cxxv. PJalmus ifte intelligitur de Jherujalem 
fpirituali in qua per fidem Chrifti habitant cbriftiani. In two 
compartments. On the left, David is feated in his ftudy with 
his books around and above him, while he writes at a deflc. On 
the right is the chancel of a church, with a crucifix above the 
altar, around which kneel the priefts and people. 

Folio 175^. Ps. cxxvi. P/almus ifte loquitur de redditu populi Ifrael 
de babilonica captivitate. In two compartments. On the left, 
David ftands at a ledern finging this pfalm. On the right is 
feen a party of Ifraelites journeying home from Babylon, with 
their wallets flung over their ftioulders. 

Folio ij^a-b. Ps. cxxvii. P/almus Salamonis de edificatione domus 
domini. David, feated on his throne, forefees the completion 
of the Temple. In a fecond compartment, on the right, the 
youthful Solomon, with attendants behind him and an Italian 
greyhound at his feet, points with a wand to the Temple of 
God finiflied and complete. 
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MiN. 233 Folio 175^. Ps. cxxviii. P/almus ifte eft invitatio ad iimorem pro- 
mittendo projperitatem timentes Deum. In two compartments. 
On the left, David in his chamber (in which is feen his bed 
with red coverlid and green curtains) fings the Pfalm from a 
book which he holds open in his hands. On the right, Chrift 
preaches to a crowd of people, who kneel before him, fomc of 
them monks with (haven crowns. 

MiN. 234 Folio 175^. Ps. cxxix. P/almus ifte eft gratiarum affio pro liberatione 
populi Ifrael a perjecutione Saul. David ftands in the midft, 
giving thanks to God, while the people of Ifrael kneel round 
him, with hands clafped in prayer. 

MiN. 235 Folio IT 6a. Ps. cxxx. PJalmus ifte eft oratio pro liberatione populi 
a mijeria captivitate babilonis. David kneels before an open 
window with hands ftretched out in prayer. On the right 
the captivity of Babylon is fymbolized by three prifon-houfes, 
where the people look through the iron bars, and by two fets 
of ftocks ; in one of them two men fit under a pent-houfe 
covering, the other is placed in the open. 

MiN. 236 Folio iy6b. Ps. cxxxi. In hoc p/almo David proponif coram Domino 
meritum vite Jue non ad jaStatem fed potius ad gratiam impetrandi. 
A very pretty interior, fhowing a bed-chamber of the 15th 
century. David kneels in the centre, giving thanks to God. 

I MiN. 237 P^^^^ 176b. Ps. cxxxii. In hoc p/almo fecit David mentionem de edifi- 
catione templi et de promifjione ftbi faSa de fucce/fione regni in filiis 
ejus. David ftands before a couch, on which lies his father 
Jefle, out of whofe loins rifes up the ftem which bears the 
generation of the kings. In the centre is a delicately-painted 
little figure of the Blefled Virgin in white robes, and above 
her Chrift crowns the whole. 

MiN. 238 Folio 177^. Ps. cxxxiii. Pfalmus David in quo loquitur de unitate 
populi per caritatem fub cultu unius Dei. David, feated on his 
throne, forefees the unity of the Church, which is figured in a 
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fecond compartment by a company of laymen and monks on 
their knees praifing God, while they are ringed round by angels 
joined hand in hand, the Aknighty appearing in the clouds 
above. 

Folio 177^. Ps. cxxxiv. P/almus ijie eft invitatio Jacerdotum et 
levitarum ad laudandum Deum. On the right kneel the priefts, 
and on the left the Levites, praifing Grod, who is feen in the 
clouds with a choir of angels. 

Folio i^-jb. Ps. cxxxv. Ifte p/almus efiinvitatio in generali et/pirituali 
ad laudandum Deum. In two compartments. On the left David 
is feen entering the Temple, while two priefts fing the pralfes 
of Gkxi ftanding before the ark. On the right is a very pretty 
reprefentation of the interior of a church, with a crucifix over the 
altar. In the choir-ftalls are fiirpliced monks, and in front of 
the altar kneel the people. 

Folio 178^. Ps. cxxxvi. Jlleluya p/almus iJie /icut precedens eft in- 
vitatio ad laudem Dei. David bare-headed, with his crown 
in one hand and the other lifted towards heaven, exhorts a 
company of people, who kneel before him, headed by a monk 
and a prieft, to give thanks to the Almighty. 

Folio 178^. Ps. cxxxvii. P/almus ifte loquitur lamentando de templi 
deftruEtione et de captivitate babilonica. David, fitting in a little 
alcove, forefees the deftrudion of Solomon's temple, which is 
piftured as being eflTefted by four foldiers with crowbars and 
fledge-hammers. In the diftance are feen the people of Ifrael 
fitting and weeping by the waters of Babylon. 

Folio 179a. Ps. cxxxviii. P/almus David gracias agentis de liberatione 

/ua a per/ecutione Ab/olon quando venit ad templum Domini ad 

orandum. David kneels, with hands clafped in prayer, before 

the altar of the Lord. Outfide is feen Abfolom mounted on a 

mule, followed by a company of horfe foldiers in armour. 
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MiN. 244 Folio i^^b. Ps. cxxxix. PJalmus ijie eft ajfurreStio ad confejjionem 
divine^ laudis et confideratione eminencie divine. David ftands on a 
mountain with head uncovered. The Almighty appears to 
him in the heavens feated on his throne and furrounded by 
angels. 

MiN. 245 Folio i%oa. Ps. cxL. PJalmus David cum efflst in perfecutione Saulis 
petentis ab eodem penitus liberari, Saul, feated on his throne, 
confers with his captains. At a diftance is feen David kneeling 
on the pinnacle of a hiU, clad in golden armour, and lifting 
up his hands in prayer. 

MiN. 246 Folio 180^. Ps. cxLi. PJalmus David orantis Deum ut de celo non 
peccaret in lingua. David kneels in prayer in the midft of a 
prettily-painted landfcape, his right hand placed on his mouth. 

MiN. 247 Folio \%ia. Ps. cxLii. Oratio David latitantis injpelunca pro timore 
inimicorum Juorum. David hides himfelf in the cave of a rock, 
on the other fide of which is feen a company of horfemen clad 
in full armour and carrying fpears, who fearch for him. 

MiN. 248 Folio \%ib. Ps. cxLiii. Oratio David pro liberatione Jua quando per- 

Jequebatur eum Abjolon. In two compartments. On the left David 

kneels within the walls of the city in prayer. On the right 

Abfolon hangs by his hair in one of the trees of a thick wood, a 

fpear thruft through his body betwixt the joints of his armour. 

j MiN. 249 Folio 182^. Ps. cxLiv. PJalmus David quando erat pugnatiuus contra 
Goliath. David, habited as a fhepherd, kneels in prayer ; by his 
fide are the five fmooth ftones and the fling. To the right 
ftands the huge figure of Goliath at the head of the army of the 
Philiftines, with a formidable weapon in his hand. 

MiN. 250 Folio I %ib. Ps. cxLV. PJalmus David quern fecit ad laudem Dei cum 
cantice Jua exultatione. David, with fix chorifters, ftands at a 
ledern before an altar finging the praifes of God. 
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Folio iSjiJ. Ps. cxLvi. Pfalmus ijie ojiendit quod non in bominibus 
fed in Deo eft conjitendum. David, kneeling in an open land- 
fcape, with hands clafped in prayer, gives thanks to God, who 
appears to him in the heavens. 

Folio 183^. Ps. cxLVii. Pfalmus ifte eft quedam invitatio ad lau- 
dandum Deum. David calls upon a crowd of Ifraelites, who 
ftand before him, to praife the Lord for all His mercies 
beftowed upon them. 

Folio 184/?. Ps. CXLVII. (Pt. 2). P/almus ifte loquitur de edificatione 
Jpiritualis Jberufalem. David, with a white wand in his hand, 
appears to be about to enter the Spiritual Jerufalem by a draw- 
bridge, which is let down in front of him. On the battlements 
ftand angels ready to receive him. 

Folio 1 84/?. Ps. cxLviii. Pfalmus ifte eft invitatio omnium creaturarum 
ad laudandum. David, holding his royal fceptre, calls on all 
creation to join in finging the praifes of the Almighty. The 
fifh put their heads out of the water, the birds fly over them ; 
at David's feet lies an extraordinary dragon ; the moon, the 
ftars, and the fun are figured in the heavens ; and all join with 
man in giving thanks to God. 

Folio iSiji. Ps. cxLix. Pfalmus ifte eft laus faSla pro viSloria quam 
habet. David, feated in a quaintly defigned little room, fings 
the praifes of God upon the harp. On the right Chrift feated 
on a rainbow, judges the world ; beneath Him hell- mouth 
gapes wide, and the wicked are thruft into it by devils ; above 
Him, on His right hand, the bleflfed are brought to Him under 
the guardianfhip of angels ; and clofe to Him are the faints 
and patriarchs, who fit with Him in judgment. 

Folio 185^. Ps. CL. Pfalmus ifte eft quedam invitatio ad laudem Dei. 
David calls upon the people, who kneel in an open landfcape, 
to fing the praifes of their Maker, a vifion of Whom he points 
to in the heavens. 
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MiN. 257 p^iiq 185^. Canticum TJaye gracias agehtis Deo pro beneficio incar- 
nacionis. Ifaiah kneels in prayer on the fteps of the Temple, 
through an inner door of which is feen the altar of the 
Lord. In a fecond compartment is depifted the Nativity of 
Chrift. 

MiN. 258 Folio 185^. Canticum Ezechie gracias agentis Deo pro Jua Janatione, 
This is an exquifite little mediaeval interior. Hezekiah kneels 
in his chamber, giving thanks to God for his reftoration to 
health ; behind him are two attendants, one holding his crown 
and the other his cloak ; hard by one of his friends is converfing 
with a phyfician, while another doAor is taking his departure 
through a half-open door. By the fide of Hezekiah is a fide- 
board, with viands on it ; and through a doorway, at the end 
of the room, is feen a bedchamber, mofl carefully painted in 
excellent perfpeftive. 

MiN. 259 Folio i%6a. Canticum Anne matris Samuelis exultans in Domino pro 
filiofihi a Deo concejfo. The mother of the infant Samuel ofFers 
him to God, kneeling on the flep of the altar. By their fide 
flands Eli, accompanied by another priefl. 

MiN. 260 Folio 1 86^. Canticum Moyjt poft tranfitum maris rubri et Egyptorum 
Jubmerftone. On the right the Ifraelites are feen jufl arrived on 
dry ground, while the waters of the Red Sea (which is here 
painted in its true colour) have overwhelmed the Egyptians, who 
are feen flruggling in the waves ; in the midfl Pharaoh is feen 
through the window of a richly decorated carriage. 

Mm. 261 Folio iSya. Canticum Abacuch propbetantis de deftruStime babilonis. 
In two compartments. On the left is feen Habacuc carrying 
in his hand an iron vefTel. On the right a party of foldiers are 
engaged in deflroying the waUs and buildings of Babylon with 
fledge-hammers. 
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Folio i88tf. Canticum May ft exhort antis populum ad perfeverandum in 
mandatis Dei. Mofes difplays to the people the Ten Com- 
mandments traced on ftone by the finger of the Almighty. 

Folio 189^. Canticum SanSlorum Augujiini et Ambrojii quando Auguf- 
tinus iaptifma/ufcepit. S. Auguftine ftands in a large font, while 
S. Ambrofe performs the ceremony of baptifm, a monk ftanding 
behind him holds his mitre. On the right is a party of laymen 
looking on. 

Folio igoa. Tmnus trium puerorum quern cantabunt in camino ignis. 
In the centre is a curioufly built furnace, two ftorys high, the 
upper of which juft contains the three children, who, while the 
fire and fmoke curl round them, are feen finging the praiies of 
God. On the right ftands Nebuchadnezzar with his courtiers, 
who hold up their hands in aftonilhment at the fight of the 
men charged with tending the furnace being ftruck down to 
the ground by the fiercenefs of the fire. 

Folio 190^. Canticum Zacharie poft nativitatem Johannis filii Jui. In 
two compartments. On the left, S. Anne prefents the child to 
Zacharias, from whofe mouth iflues a fcroU with the name of 
John on it. On the right, Zacharias ftands at the altar of 
the Lord, finging the Pfalm, *Blefled be the Lord God of 
Ifrael.' 

Folio igia. Canticum Ideate Virginis Marie. The meeting of S. Mary 
and S. Elifabeth in an open landfcape. At the end of a walk 
is feen Zacharias coming out of his houie. 

Folio 191^. Canticum Symeonis recipientis Chriftum infantem in templo. 
The Bleflfed Virgin prefents the infant Chrift to Symeon, who 
receives Him before the altar in a piece of yellow drapery. In 
the background ftands S. Jofeph, with the oflFering of doves in 
a bafket. 
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MiN. 268 Folio 191^. Symbolum ecckjie faHum in confilio niceni cronice dicunt 
quod Atbanafius illud compfuit. Athanaiius (lands before an- 
altar in the midft of an afTembly of the faithful, difplaying 
an open book, on which is infcribed the beginning of the 
Athanafian Creed. The whole church is fymbolized by the 
company which kneels before the altar, including the Pope, a 
cardinal, a bifhop, a Dominican monk, clergy, &c. 



Such is this remarkable and fumptuous volume, which there is 
every reafon to believe was written and iUuminated for William 
Herbert, firft Earl of Pembroke, about the year 1420.* There can 
be no exadt certainty of this, but that it belonged to his grandfbn is 
beyond, all queftion, as wiU prefently appear. It is alfo evident, 
from the entries on the margin of the calendar, that the owner of 
the volume was a ftout adherent of the Yorkifts, as all the battles 
chronicled there are Lancaftrian defeats, and this would weU agree 
with the ownerftiip of the Earl of Pembroke, who was a devoted 
adherent of the cauie of the Duke of York and his fons, afterwards 
Edward IV. and Richard III. He was beheaded by the Lancaftrians, 
on the day following his defeat at Banbury, July 27th, 1469. 

That in the middle of the fixteenth centtiry, the book was in 
the hands of the grandfon of this firft Earl is abundantly ftiown by 
the additions he has made to it at the beginning and end. 

At the beginning are inferted twenty leaves of vellum, on 
the firft of which is emblazoned the coat-of-arms of William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, who was made Knight of the Garter, 
in 1548, in recognition of the fervices rendered by him to King 
Henry VIII., who left him one of the executors of his will, and one 
of the guardians and counciUors to his fon, Edward IV. This 
coat-of-arms is an exaft counterpart of the Garter-plate ftill pre- 
ferved at the Heralds' College. 

* In the opinion of one of the moft competent living authorities on fuch matters, 
the whole work was executed in England. 
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On the following leaf is a full-length portrait of the Earl, 
kneeling at a prie-dieu before an altar, clad in filver armour. The 
interior is probably that of the old chapel at Wilton, On the 
prie-dieu is a book, on the open page of which is infcribed the 
beginning of the Te Deum. A pair of candlefticks and a crucifix 
are feen on the altar. 

The eighteen leaves which follow this miniature are occupied 
with prayers in Latin. Thefe appear to have been written in the 
time of Philip and Mary, as at page i6 we find the following 
prayer in Englifh: — 

* God have mercy on al chriftenjovoles. Amen. 

* Godjaue the Kynge and ^ene and bringe us to the blijfe that neuer 
Jhall baue ending. Amen* 

The fifteen additional leaves bound up at the end of the volume 
contain prayers in Englifii, written in a bold Gothic charafter of 
the i6th century, and the firft page has an illuminated border. 
Thefe prayers were printed in 1545 under the following title: — 

' Prayers or Medytacions^ wherein the mynd is Jlirred paciently to 

Juffre all affliSfions here^ to fet at nought the vayne projperitee of this 

worlde^ and alwaie to longe for the euerlajiynge felicitee. ColleSled out 

of holy woorkes by the mo ft virtuous and graciouse Princejfe Katberine 

quene of Englande^ France and Ireland. Anno dni 1545/ 

But the laft prayer, * When ye enter Battayle,' makes it moft im- 
probable that the writer was a woman, and many of the expreffions 
ufed throughout certainly point to a male authorfhip. The fervour 
and earneftnefs of the prayers, and the vigour of the language, are 
alike remarkable ; and the old printed copies are of fuch extreme 
rarity that it is thought worth while to print the work at full, as 
it is found in this MS. 

The fitter of Queen Catherine Parr was firft wife to William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, and this at once eftabliihes a connexion 
between thefe prayers and their reputed author. It is by no means 
improbable that the Queen wrote them fpecially for the ufe of 
her brother-in-law. 
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PRAYERS. 

Most benigne Lord Jefu grant me thy grace that it may alway 
worke in me and perfeuer with me unto the Ende. 

Graunt me that I may ever defyre and will that, which is moft 
pleafaunt and moft acceptable to the.

Let there be alway in me one wyll, and one defyre with the, 
and that I have no defyre to wyll, or not to wyll but as thou wilt. 

Lord thou knpweft what thing is mofte profitable, and moft 
expedient for me. 

Geve me therefore what thou wilt, as much as thou wilt and 
whan thou wilt. 

Do with me what thou wilt, as it fhal pleas the, and as fliall 
be moft to thyne honor. 

Put me where thou wilt and freely doe with me in al thing 
after thy wyll. 

Thy creature I am and in thy handes, leade and turne me whear 
thou wilt. 

Lo I am thy feruant ready to all thinges that thou commandeft, 
for I defyre not to liue to myfelfe, but to the Lorde Jefu, I praye 
the graunt me grace that I neuer fett my herte on the thyngs of 
this worlde, but that all worldly and carnal afFedions maye utterly 
dye and be mortified in me. 

Graunt me aboue al things, that I may reft in thee, and fully 
quyet and pacific my hart in thee. 

For thou Lorde, art the veray true peace of harte, and the 
perfed reft of the foule : and without thee, all thinges be grevous 
and unquiet. 

My lorde Jefu, I befeche thee, be with me in euery place, and 
at all tymes and leat it be to me a fpeciall folace, gladly for thy 
loue to lacke all worldly folace. 

And if thou withdraw thy comforte from me at any tyme, kepe 
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me O lorde from feparacion, and make me paciently to abyde thy 
will and ordinance. 

O lorde Jefu, thy iudgements be rightuous, and thy prouydence 
is muche better for me^ than all that I can imagine or deuyfe. 

Wherfore doe with me in all thinges as it fliall please thee. 

For it may not be but well, all that thou doeft. 

If thou wilt that I be in light, be thou blefTed : if thou wilt that 
I be in darknes be thou alTo blefTed. 

If thou vouchefafe to comforte me, be thou highly blefled : if 
thou wilt I liue in troble and without comfort be thou likewife euer 
blefled. 

Lord, geue me grace gladly to fuffre what fo euer thou wilte 
fhall fall upon me, and paciently to take at thy hande good & 
badde, bitter and iwete, ioye and forowe : and for all thinges that 
(hall befalle vnto me hertely to thanke thee. 

Kepe me (Lord) from fynne, and I fhal than neither dreade 
death, nor hell. 

O what thankes ought I to gyue vnto thee, whiche hafte fuHred 
the greuous death of the Croffe,*to delyuer me from my fynnes, 
and to obteine euerlafting life for me. 

Thou gaueft vs moft perfeft example of pacience : fulfiUynge 
and obeying the will of thy father euen to the death. 

Make me wretched fynner, obediently to vfe myfelf after thy 
wyll in all thinges and paciently to beare the burdyne of this cor- 
ruptible lyfe. 

For though this lyfe be tedious, and as an heuy burdeine to my 
foule : yet neuerthelefTe thorough thy grace and by example of thee 
it is nowe made muche more eafy and comfortable than it was 
before thy incarnaclon and paflion. 

Thy holy life is our way to thee, and by folowyng of thee, we 

waike to thee that art our heade and Sauiour : And yet except thou 

haddeft gone before, and fhewed us the way to euerlafting life, who 

would endeuor himfelfe to folowe the : fcynge we be yet fo flowe 

and dulle hauinge the light of thy blifled example and holy dodtrine, 

to leade and dired us. 

o 
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O lorde Jefu, make that poffible by grace, that is to me im- 
poffible by nature. 

Thou knoweft well that I maye little fuffre, and that I am anone 
caft downe and overthrowne with a litle aduerfitie: wherefore I be- 
feche thee O Lorde to ftrengthen me with thy Spirite that I may 
willingly fuffre for thy fake al maner of trouble and afflidion. 
Lord I will knowlage unto thee, all myne unrightuoufneffe, and I 
will confeffe to thee all the unftableneffe of my heart 

Oftentimes a veray litle thing troubleth me fore, and maketh 
me duUe and flowe to ferue thee. 

And fomtyme I purpofe to ftande ftronglie, but whan a little 
trouble cometh, it is to me great anguiih and greife, and of a right 
littell thinge rifeth a greuous temptacion to me. 

Yea whan I thinke myfelfe to be fure and ftronge, and that (as 
it femeth) I have the upper hande: fodenly I feele myfelfe ready 
to fall with a little blaft of temptacion. 

Beholde therefore good lorde, my wekeneffe, and confider my 
fraileneffe, beft knowen to thee. 

Haue mercy on me, and deliuer me from all iniquitie and fynne, 
that I be not entangled therewith. 

Oftentymes it grieueth me fore and in maner confoundeth me, 
that I am fo unftable, fo weake and fo fraile in reHfting fynfull 
motions. 

Which although they drawe me not alway to confent, yet neuer- 
theleffe their affault be veray greuous unto me. 

And it is tedious to me to Hue in fuch battayle, albeit I per- 
ceiyue, that fuch battaile is not unprofitable unto me. 

For thereby I knowe the better myfelfe, and mine ownc in- 
firmities, and that I muft feke helpe only at thy handes. 

O lorde god of Ifrael, the louer of all faythfuU foules vouchfafe 
to beholde the laboure and forow of me thy poore creature. 

Affift me in all thinges with thy grace, and fo ftrengthen me 
with thy heuenly ftrength, that neither my cruell ennemy the fiende, 
neither my wretched fleflhe (which is not yet fubiefte to the fpirit) 
haue viftory or dominion ouer me. 
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Oh what a life may this be called wher no trouble nor miferie 
lacketh : wher euery place is full of fnares of mortal ennemyes. 

For one trouble or temptacion ouerpaiTed, another cometh by 
and by, and the firft conflid yet durynge, a newe battaile fodenly 
arifeth. 

Wherefore Lorde Jefu, I praye thee geue me the grace to reft 
in thee aboue all thinges and to quiete me in thee aboue all 
creatures, aboue all glorie and honour, aboue all dignitie and 
power, aboue all cunnyng and policie, aboue all health & beautie, 
aboue all riches & treaiure, aboue all ioye and pleafure, aboue all 
fame and praife, aboue all mirthe and confolacion that mans heart 
may take or feele befides thee. 

For thou lorde god art befte, moft wife, mofte highe, mofte 
mightie, moft fuificient, and moft full of all goodnes, moft fwete, 
and mofte comfortable, moft faire, moft louing, moft noble, moft 
glorious, in whom all goodnes moft perfedUy is. 

And therefore whatfoeuer I have befide thee it is nothing to me : 
for my herte may not refte, ne fully be pacified but only in thee. 

O Lorde Jefu, moft louyng fpoufe, who fhall giue me wyngs 
of perfeft loue, that I may file up from thefe worldly miferies and 
reft in thee. 

O whan ftiall I afcende to thee and fee and feele how fweet 
thou art. 

Whan fhall I wholly gather myfelfe in thee, fo perfeAly that I 
fhall not for thy loue feele myfelfe but thee only aboue myfelfe and 
aboue all worldly thinges that thou mayft vouchefafe to vifite me 
in fuch wife as thou doeft vifite thy moft faithful louers. 

Now I often morne and complayne of the miferies of this life, 
and with forowe and great heuinefs fuffre them. 

For many things happen dailie to me, which oftentymes trouble 
me, make me heauy, and darken myne underftanding. 

They hindre me greatly, and put my mynde from thee, and fo 
encumbre me manye waies, that I cannot freely and clerely defyer 
thee, ne haue thy fwete confolacions, which with thy blefTed faintes 
be alwaie prefent. 
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I befeche thee, Lorde Jefu, that the fighing and inwarde defires 
of my harte may moue and incline thee to here me. 

O Jefu, kinge of euerlaftinge glorie, the ioye and comfort of all 
chriften people, that are wandring as pilgrimes in the wildemeffe 
of this worlde : my herte crieth to thee by ftill defires, and my 
filence fpeaketh unto thee and faith : how long tarieth my lorde god 
to come to me ? 

Come O lorde, and vifite me, for without thee I haue no true 
ioye, without thee my foul is heuye and fadde. I am in prifon and 
bounden with fetters of forowe, till thou O lorde, with thy gracious 
prefence vouchfafe to vifite me and bringe me againe to libertee and 
ioye of spirit, and to fliewe thy favourable countenance unto me. 

Open my heart Lorde, that I maye beholde thy lawes, and teache 
me to walke in thy commandment. 

Make me to knowe and folowe thy will, and to haue alwayes 
in my remembraunce thy manyfolde benefitts, that I may yelde dewe 
thankes to thee for them. 

But I knowledge and confeiTe for troth that I am not able to geue 
thee condigne thankes for the leaft benefite that thou hafte geuen me. 

O Lorde, all giftes and vertues that any man hath in body or 
foule, naturall or fupernaturall, be thy giftes and come of thee, and 
not of ourfelfe, and they declare the greate riches of thy mercy and 
goodnes. 

And though fome haue more giftes than other, yet they all 
procede from thee, and without thee the leaft cannot be hadde. 

O Lorde, I accoumpt it a great benefit, not to haue many 
worldly giftes wherby the laud and praife of men mighte blinde my 
foule and deceiue me. 

Lord, I know that no man ought to be abaftied or mifcontent, 
that he is in a lowe eftate in this world, and lacketh the pleafures of 
this life : but rather to be gladde and rejoyce thereat. 

For fo muche as thou haft chofen the pore and meke perfons and 
fuch as are defpifed in the worlde, to be thy fervaunts and familiar 
frendes. 

Witnefle be thy blefled apoftelles, whom thou madeft chiefe 
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paftours and fpirituall goueraours of thy flocke, which departed 
from the counfayle of the Jewcs, reioycing that they were counted 
worthyc to fuffre rebuke for thy name. 

Even fo, O Lorde, graunt that I thy feruaunt, maye be as well 
contente to be taken as the leaft, as other bee to be greateft, and 
that I be as well pleafed, to be in the loweft place, as in the higheft, 
and as glad to be of no reputacion, in the worlde for thy fake as 
other are to be noble and famous. 

Lorde it is the worke of a perfefte man, neuer to fequefter his 
minde from thee and amonge many worldely cares to goe without 
care : not after the maner of an ydle or a diflblute perfonne^ but by 
the prerogatiue of a free mynde, alwaye myndynge heauenly thinges, 
and not leanyng by inordinate affeftion to any creature. 

I befeche thee therefore my lorde Jefu kepe me from the fuper- 
fluous cares of this worlde, that I be not unquieted with bodilie 
neceffities ne that I be not taken with the voluptuous pleafures of 
the worlde ne of the fleflhe. 

Preferve me from all things which hindre my fouls health that 
I be not ouerthrowen with them. 

O Lorde god, which art fwetencffe unspeakable, tourne into 
bittemeffc to me all worldly and flcfhly delights, whiche mought 
drawe me from the loue of eternall thinges, to the love of fliorte 
and vile pleafures. 

Leat not fiefhe and bloud ouercome me^ ne yet the worlde with 
his vainglorie deceiue me, nor the feinde with his manifolde craftes 
fupplant me: but geue me ghoftly ftrength in refifting them, pacience 
in fufFering them and conftance in perfevcryng to the cnde. 

Geue me for all worldly delegations the moft fwete confolation 
of thy holy fpirite and for all flefhely loue, indue my foule with 
feruent loue of thee. 

Make me ftronge inwardely in my foule and caft owt thereof all 
unprofitable cares of this worlde, that I be not ledde by vnftable 
defyres of erthelye thinges^ but that I may repute al things in this 
worlde (as they be) tranfitorie and foone vaniftiynge awaye, and 
myfelfe alfo with them drawynge towarde myne ende. 
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For nothing vnder the fonne may long abyde but al is vanitie 
and affliftion of fpirit. 

Geue me lord therefore heuenly wyfedome, that I may leme 
to feke and find thee and aboue all thinges to loue thee. 

Geue me grace, to withdrawe me from them that flatter me, 
and paciently to fufire them that vniuftly greue me. 

Lord, whan temptation or tribulacion cometh vouchelafe to 
fuccor me, that all may tourne to my goftely comfort, and paciently 
to fuiFre, and alwaye to faie, Thy name be blefled. 

Lorde, trouble is now at hande, I am not well but I am greatly 
vexed with this prefent afflidion. O moft glorious father, what 
fhall I dooe ? anguiftie and trouble are on euery fyde, helpe nowc 
I befeche thee in this houre : thou (halt be lauded and praifed, whan 
I am perfedUy made meke before thee, and when I am clerely 
deliuered by thee. 

Male it therefore pleas thee to deliuer me: for what maie I moft 
fynfuU wretche dooe ? or whither mai I goe for fuccor but to thee ? 

Geue me pacience nowe at this tyme in all my troubles, helpe 
me, lord god, & I (hall not feare ne dreade, what troubles foeuer 
fall upon me. 

And nowe, what (hall I faie but that thy will be doen in me ? 
I have deferued to be troubled and greued : and therfore it be- 
houeth that I fuflre as longe as it pleafeth thee* 

But would to god that I might fuiFre gladly, tyll the furious 
tempefts were ouerpafled, and that quietnefTe of heart might come 
againe. 

Thy mightie hand Lorde, is ftropge enoughe to take this 
trouble from me, & to alTuage the cruell afTaultes therof, that I 
be not ouercome with them, as thou haft oftentymes doen, before 
this tyme, that whan I am clerely delivered by thee, I may with 
gladnefle faie: the right hande of him that is higheft hath made 
this chaunge. 

Lorde graunt me thy finguler grace, that I may come thither, 
whear no creature fhall leat me ne kepe me from the perfed be- 
holdinge of thee. 
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For as longe as any tranfitorie thing kepeth me backe, or hath 
rule in me, I maye not frely afcende to thee. 

O lorde, without thee nothing may longe delite or pleafe : for 
if anything (houlde be lykinge and fauory, it muft be through helpe 
of thy grace, fefoned with the fpice of thy wifedome. 

O euerlaftyng light farre pafling all things, fende downe the 
beames of thy brightnes from aboue and purifie and lighten the 
inward partes of my heart. 

Quicken my foule and all the powers thereof, that it may cleaue 
fail, and beioyned to thee in ioyefuU gladnefle of goftly rauyihinges. 

O, whan fhall that blefTed houre come, that thou fhalt vi(ite 
me, and gladde me with thy blelTed prefence, whan thou flialt be 
to me all in all : veraily vntyll that time come, there can be no 
perfed ioy in me. But alas, myne old man, that is my carnal 
afFedions, Hue ftill in me and are not crucified, nor perfedlly dead. 
For yet ftriueth the fleffhe againft the fpirit and moueth great 
battaile inwardly againft me, and fufFereth not thy kingdome of 
my foule to lyue in peace. 

But thou, good lorde, that haft the lordfhip ouer all, and 
power of the fea, to afluage the rages and forges of the fame, arife 
and helpe me, deftroye the power of myne enncmics, which alwaies 
make battaile againft me, fliowe forthe the greatnefte of thy good- 
nefte : and leat the power of thy right hande be glorified in me. 
For there is to me none other hope nor refuge but in thee only, 
my Lorde, my God, to thee be honor, and glorie euerlaftinge. 

O lorde, graunt me, that I may wholly refigne myfelfe to thee 
and in all things to forfake myfelfe and paciently to bcare my 
croflc, and to folowe thee. 

O lorde, what is man that thou vouchfafeft to haue mynde of 
hym, and to vifite him ? 

Thou art alwaie one, alwaie good, alwaie righteous and holy, 
iuftly and blefledly difpofing al thinges after thy wifedome. 

But I am a wrctche and of myfelfe alway ready and prone to 
euill and do neuer abyde in one ftate, but many tymes do varye and 
change. 
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Neuerthelefle it (hall be better with me whan it fliall pleafe thee, 
for thou, O lorde, only art he that maift heipe me, and thou maift 
(o confirme and ftablifhe me that my hart (hall not be chaxmged 
from thee, but be fuerly fixed and finally reft in thee. 

I am nothing els of myfelfe but vanitie before thee, an vncon- 
ftante creature and a feeble : and therefore, wherfore maye I right- 
fully glory : or why ihould I loke to be magnified ? 

Whofo pleafeth hymfelfe without thee difpleafeth thee : and he 
that delighteth in mans praifings lofeth the true praife before thee. 

The true praife is to be praifed of thee and the true ioye is to 
reioyce in thee. 

Wherfore, thy name (O lorde) be praifed, and not myne. Thy 
workes be magnified and not myne, and thy goodnes be alwaies 
lauded and blefied. 

Thou art my glorye and the ioy of my herte, in thee fhall I 
glory and reioyce, and not in myfelfe, nor in any worldly honour 
or dignitie which to thy eternal] glorie compared, is but a fhadowe 
and veray vanytie. 

O lorde we Hue here in great darkenes, and are fone deceiued 
with the vanities of this worlde, and are fone grieued with a littell 
trouble : yet yf I could beholde myfelfe well, I fliold plaincly fee, 
that what trouble foeuer I have fuflFered, it hath iuftly comen uppon 
me, becaufe I haue often fynned and greuoufly oflfended thee. 

To me therfore confufion and defpite is due : but to thee, laude, 
honour, and glory. 

Lorde, fende me helpe in my troubles for mannes helpe is little 
worthe. 

How often haue I been difpoynted, whear I thought I fliould 
haue founde it whereas I leaft thought ? 

Wherfore it is a vayne thinge, to truft in man : for the true 
truft and health of man is only in thee. 

Blefied be thou Lorde therfore in all things that happeneth vnto 
vs : for we be weake and unftable, foone deceiued and fone chaunged 
from one thinge to another. 

O Lorde god, mofte righteous iudge, ftronge and pacient which 
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knoweft the frailtee and malice of man, be thou my whole ftrength 
and comfort in all neceffities: for myne owne confcience (lorde) 
fuffifeth not. 

Wherfore to thy mercy I doe appeale feinge no man may bee 
luftified, ne appere righteous in thy fight, if thou examyne hym 
after thy iuftice. 

O blefled manfion of thy heauenly citie : O moft clereft daie of 
eternitie, whom the night may neuer darken. 

This is the daie alwaye clere and mery, alwaye fure and neuer 
changing his eftate. 

Wolde to God this daie might fhortely appere and fhyne vpon 
vs and that thefe worldly fantafies were at an ende. 

This daie fhyneth clerely to thy fainAs in heauen with euer- 
laftyng brightneffe, but to us pilgrimes in earth, it fhyneth 
obfcurely and as through a mirrour or glafie. 

The heauenly cytefins knowe, howe ioyous this daie is: but 
we outlawes, the children of Eue weepe and waile the bitter 
tedioufnefle of our daie, that is of this prefent lyfe fhorte and 
euill, full of forowe and anguifhe. 

Where man is oftentymes defiled with fynne, encumbred with 
afflidtion, inquieted with troubles, lapped in cares, bufied with 
vanities, blinded with errours, ouercharged with labours, vexed 
with temptacions, ouercome with vaine delights and pleafures 
of the worlde, and grievoufly tormented with penurie and 
neede. 

O when fhall the ende come of all thefe miferies ? 

When (hall I be clerely delivered from the bondage of fynne ^ 

When fhall I (Lorde) haue only mynde on thee, and fully be 
glad and mery in thee ? 

When fhall I be free without letting and bee in perfeft libertie 
without greefe of bodie and foule ? 

When fhall I have peace without trouble ? peace within and 
without ? and on euery fyde fledfafl and fure ? 

O Lorde Jefu, whan fhall I flande and beholde thee ? and haue 
full fight and contemplacion of thy glorye } 

0. 
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Whan fhalt thou be to me all in all ? and whan Aiall I be with 
thee in thy kingdome, that thou haft ordeyned for thine eled people 
from the begynnyng ? 

I am lefte here and an outlawe, in the lande of mine ennemyes, 
wher dailie be battailes and great miflfortunes. 

Comforte myne exile, aflwage my forowe, for my defyre is to 
be with thee. 

It is to me an unpleafante burdeine what pleafure foeuer the 
worlde ofFereth me here. 

I defire to have inward fruition in thee, but I cannot attain 
thereto. 

I couete to cleave faft to heauenly things, but worldly afFeAions 
plucke my mynde downewarde. 

I would fubdue all euill afFeftions, but they dailie rebell and 
ryfe againfte me, and will not be fubied unto my fpirite. 

Thus I wretched creature, fight in myfelfe and am greuous to 
myfelfe whyle my fpirite defireth to be upwarde, and contrarie, my 
fleftie draweth me downewarde. 

O what fufFre I inwardly ? I goe aboute to mynde heauenly 
thyngs, and ftreight a greate raable of worldely thoughts ruflhe 
into my foule. 

Therefore lorde, be not longe awaye, ne depart not in thy wrath 
from me. 

Sende me the light of thy grace, deftroy in me all carnall 
defyers. 

Sende forth the hotte flames of thy loue to bourne and confume 
the cloudy fantafyes of my mynde. 

Gather, O lorde my wyttes and the powers of my foule together 
in thee, and make me to difpife all worldly things and by thy 
grace ftrongly to refifte and ouercome all mocions and occafions 
of finne. 

Helpe me thou euerlafting trouthe, that no worldely gyle nor 
vanitee hereafter haue power to deceiue me. Come alfo thou 
heauenly fweetnes and let all bitternes of fynne flee farre from me. 

Pardon me, and forgeue me, as oft as in my praier my mynde 
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is not fuerly fixed on thee. For many tymes I am not ther wher I 
ftande or fyt : but rather there whither my thoughtes carie me. 

For there I am wher my thought is, and there as cuftomably is 
my thought, there is that I loue. 

And that oftentymes cometh into my mynde, that by cuftom 
pleafeth me beft, and that delighteth me moft to thinke vpon. 

Accordingely as thou doeft faie in the gofpel, Whereas a mans 
treafure is, there is his herte. 

Wherefore if I loue heauen, I fpeake gladly therof, and of fuch 
things as be of god, and of that that apperteineth to his honour, 
and to the glorifiynge of his holy name. 

And if 1 loue this worlde, I loue to talke of worldly things and 
I ioye anone in worldly felicitee, and forowe and lament fone for 
worldly aduerfitee. 

If I loue the flefhe, I imagine oftentymes that that pleafeth the 
flefhe. 

If I love my foule, I delight much to fpeake and to here of 
things that be for my foules health. 

And whatfoeuer I loue, of that I gladly here and fpeake and 
beare the images of them ftyll in my mynde. 

Blefled is that man, that for the loue of the Lorde, fetteth not by 
the pleafures of this worlde and lerneth truly to ouercome himfelfe, 
and with the feruour of fpirit crucifieth his flefhe, fo that in a clene 
and pure confcience he may oiFre his praiers to thee and be accepted 
to haue companie of thy bleiTed angelles, all earthly thinges excluded 
from his heart 

Lord, and holy father, bee thou bleiTed, nowe and euer : for as 
thou wilte fo is it doen, and that thou dooeft is alwaie beft. 

Lette me thy humble and unworthy feruaunt, ioye only in thee, 
and not in myfelfe, ne in anythinge els befyde thee. 

For thou, Lorde, art my gladnefle, my hope, my crowne and 
all mine honour. 

What hath thy feruaunt, but that he hath of thee and that 
without his defcrt.? 

All things be thyne, thou haft create and made them. 
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I am poore, and haue been in trouble and paine euen from my 
youth, and my foule hath been in great heuines through manifolde 
paffions, that come of the worlde and of the fleflhe. 

Wherfore Lord, I defyer that I may haue of thee, the ioy of 
inwarde peace. 

I afke of thee, to come to that refte, which is ordeyned for 
thy chofen children that bee fedde and nouriflied with the light 
of heauenly comfortes: for without thy helpe I cannot come to 
thee. 

Lorde geue me peace, geue me inward ioye, and than my foule 
ifhal be full of heauenly melodie, and be deuoute and feruent in 
thy laudes and praifynges. 

But if thou withdrawe thyfelfe from me (as thou haft fometyme 
doen) than maie not thy feruaunte renne the waie of thy com- 
maundementes, as I did before. 

For it is not with me, as it was whan the lanterne of thy goftly 
prefence dyd fliyne upon my head and I was defended vnder the 
fhadowe of thy winges from all perilles and dangers. 

O mercifull Lorde Jefu, euer to be praifed, the tyme is come 
that thou wilt proue thy feruaunt, and rightfull it is that I ftialle 
now fufFre fomwhat for thee. 

Nowe is the houre comen, that thou haft knowen from the 
begynnyng, that thy feruaunt for a time ftiould outwardly be fet at 
nought and inwardly fhould leane to thee. 

And that he fhuld be difpised in the fight of the worlde, and 
bee broken with afHiccion, that he maie after arife with thee in a 
new light and be clarified, and made glorious in thy kingdome of 
heauen. 

O holy father, thou haft ordeined it fo to be, and it is doen as 
thou haft commaunded. 

This is thy grace (O lorde) to thy friend to fufFer him to bee 
troubled in this worlde for thy loue howe often foeuer it bee, and 
in what maner fo euer thou wylte fufFer it to fall unto hym : for 
without thy will or fuiFerance what thing is doen upon earth. 

It is good to me (O lorde) that thou haft mekened me that I 
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may thcrby learne to knowe thy righteous iudgcmentes, and to put 
from me ail maner of prefumpcion and ftatelynes of herte. 

It is veray profitable for me, that confufion hath couered my 
face, that I may learne thereby rather to feke to thee for heipe and 
fuccour than to man. I haue therby Icrned to dreade thy fecrete 
and terrible iudgementes which fcourgeft the righteous with the 
finner, but not without equitie and iuftice. 

Lorde, I yelde thankes to thee that thou haft not fpared my 
fynnes, but haft puniftied me with fcourges of love, and hafte fente 
me affli(!bion and anguifties within and without. 

No creature under heaven maie comfort me but thou lorde God, 
the heauenly leache of man nygh vnto death, and after reftoreft him to 
lyfe agayne, that he may therby learne to knowe his owne weakneiTe 
and imbecillitie and the more fully to truft in thee (Lorde). 

Thy difciplinc is laid vpon me and thy rodde of correftion hath 
taught me, and vnder that rodde I wholly submitte me. 

Stryke my backe and my bones as it ftiall please thee and make 
me to bowe my crooked will unto thy will. 

Make me a meke and an humble difciple as thou haft fomtyme 
done with me, that I maie walke after thy wyll. 

To thee I commit myfelfe to be correAed, for better it is to be 
corrcfted by thee here than in time to come. 

Thou knoweft all things and nothing is hid from thee that is in 
man's confcience.

Beholde, Lord I have nought, and of myfelfe I am nought 
worthe, thou art only God, righteous and holy, thou ordereft all 
things, thou geueft all things, thou fulfilleft all things with 
goodnes. 

I am a fynner, barreine and voide of godly virtue. Remember 
thy mercies and fill my hert with plentie of thy grace, for thou wilt 
not that thy workes in me fholde be made in vsune. 

Howe maie I beare the miferie of this life except thy grace and 
mercie doe comforte me ? 

Tourne not thy face from me, deferre not thy vifiting of me 
ne withdrawe not thy comfortes left happily my foule be made as 
drie earth without the water of grace. 

Teache me lorde, to fulfill thy will, to Hue mekely and worthely 
before thee, for thou art all my wifdome and cunnyng, thou art he 
that knoweft me as I am, that kneweft me before the worlde was 
made, and before I was borne or brought into this lyfe : to thee 
(O Lorde) be honour, glorie and praife for euer and euer. Amen.
